Then he called ior reporters and said: “I 
na ve just caught two men who tried to bribe 
me. They wanted me to take the bribe to let 


cape, so they could report their success w 
people who want to ‘ get me.’ 

“They framed up to get me fired off the 
force and sent to the penitentiary. I was 
too smart for them. Now, my detectives are 
looking for a woman who also was in the 
plot. This is the third attempt to hand mea 
bribe since the civil service commission 
started its investigation of the police. I have 
foiled each one. 

Two Alleged Plotters Arrested. 
The men under arrest charged with at- 
tempted bribery and conspiracy to bribe 
are: 

ROY WALTERS, 28 years old, 43 
Bellevue place, declared to be the 
man who engineered the bribery plot, 
and said to be employed as an inves- 


mission. 
| BURKE ALLING, 28 years old, 
alias Allen, brother of Attorney 
Charles Alling, who says he is an 
investigator for the commission 
working under Walters. 
| Young Alling~-sxestercay afternoon con- 
fessed to his part in the plot and told the po- 
hice where to find Walters, who was arrested 
last night. Walters refused to answer ques- 
tions, except to say that he was an agent.” 
When searched he had $600 in his clothing 
It consisted of ten $50 bills and one $100 bill. 
The Girect accysation against Alling is that 
he offered the police inspector $100 to be 
‘allowed to go after the inspector had caused 
his arrest through the teiephoned complaint 
of the unicentified woman. She told the in- 


spector Allen couid be found at the New 
‘Netherlands hotel and that Allen had 
swindled her out of money through a confi- 
dence game. She refused to tell her name or 
from where she was telephoning. 


Gives Name of Pal.“ 

Inspector Hunt sent Detectives O’Brien 
and O Connor out to arrest Aliing. He ad- 
‘mitted he had lived with a woman and had 
received money from her. He then asked tue 
‘inspector to talk to him in private. ‘The in- 
spector granted the request and talkedalone 
‘with the man, except for the presence of a 
‘stenographer who was planted behind 
the inspector desk. out of Aliing’s sight. 
| After two severe ‘“‘sweatings” by the 
police official the young man admitted thet 
he had helped frame up a plot against the 
‘inspector, and told the name of his pal. 
He said he didn't know the name of the 
woman, but knew one was to have called up 
the inspector and make the complaint accord- 
ing to the frameup plans. 
| When Walters, who is believed to have 
‘given a fictitious name, was confronted by 
| Alling before Inspector Hunt he refused to 
talk. Alling then pointed him out and said: 

“That is the man who employed me.”’

“I have been working for the commission 
tilrty days," Alling said. “I have been 
working under Walters. Iam not 4 criminal, 


and I would not have thought of doing any-

This note Mr. Bryant also took to Lieut. 

4 

Ritke. The policemen were changed and 
stationed in a new spot. Two weeks passed 
without incident, and they were taken off 
duty. On Nov. 2 Mr. Bryant was awakened 
by a noise in the hall. He went out to find 
the Nght turned on and the following divert- 
ing note on a desk. 

It was lucky for you that your door 
was locked. We were going to kill you. 

BLack HAND. 

By this time Mr. Bryant was beginning to 
get excited. He developed pronounced symp- 
toms of insomnia and slept with a whole 
arsenal under the pillow. 


Fourth Letter Gives Addresse. 

The remainder of the family hardly sat 
down to dinner without looking to see if 
there was a bomb concealed in the celery. 
The next day a fourth letter arrived through 
the mails. It told Mr. Bryant to put the 
610 000 in an envelope and send it to “S.J. 
g. K. R. A,” 606 South Morgan street. 

But the letter had no terrors this time. 
Lieut. Ritke had taken advantage of à day off 
of the Bryant maid, Bertha Bretz, to go 
through her effects. Among them he had 
found a letter from Londeris. 8. J. S. K 
R. A.” and Londerts proved to be identica' 
He was found during the day at 92 Harrison 
street by Policeman Parks, and taken to 
the Oak Park police station, where he made a 
full confession. The mald is to be arrested 
today. Londeris admitted that she had let 
him into the house, but insisted she was not 
a party to the attempted biackmalling. He 
said it was all a joke.

However, it will be two 
days—in any event—before we can say that 
she may recover.” 


NURSE TELLS OF POISONING. 

Nurse Rose Wiseman was talking with & 
reporter for THe TRIBUNE at the Vermilya 
residence at 10 o'clock last night when Dr. 
F. A. Van Arsdale interrupted the interview, 
He had just returned after analyzing the 
emesis of Mrs. Vermilya and the pepper she 
had used. 

She's bad,” he said, nodding toward the 
bedroom of Mrs. Vermilya. “ Her pulse is 
low. What do you think of her condition?” 

I haven't been saying anything,” replied 
the nurse, but I think just as you do.” 

“ You'd better slip in and give her a thir- 
tieth of a grain of strychnine,” said the doc- 
tor. 

The nurse left. Dr. Van Arsdale then de- 
clared that Mrs. Vermilya had a very sum 
chance for recovery; that she might linger 
a day or 80, or might die during the night. 


TOOK POISON IN BED. 

„% There is no telling just how much of the 
arsenic bas been absorbed in her system,” 
he declared. “I firmly believe that after 
swallowing the mixture of rough on rats 
and white pepper with her egg this morning 
she also emptied a quantity of it in her 
hand and took it later when no one was 
watching. We didn't find a great quantity 
of arsenic in her vomit, but that tells noth- 
ing. 

“She hasn't sald a word to me today.” 
the doctor continued. “She is fully con- 
scious, but doesn’t complain, though she must 
be in great pain. I am giving her strychnine 
for stimulant and ferric hydroxide with mag 
nesium oxide for an antidote. She isa wom- 
derfully strong woman, but will need every 
dit of her strength to survive. What counts 
against her, too, you know, is the fact that 
she wants to die. 

According to the nurse, Mrs. Vermilya’s 
only comment during the Gay was: 

“ What did the doctor say caused me te 
vomit so much all afternoon?’

Detective Flynn took the 
little can containing white pepper over to the 
corner drug store to see if there was anything 
wrong with it.

He said 
it looked Uke powdered rat poison. 


POLICE CASE STRONGER. 


“But you see.“ Capt. Harding went on. 
“how all this strengthens the case. We 
didn't have an idea where shé got the poison. 
We've been looking up every angle of the 
case, trying to find everybody that had any 
connection with it and inquiring at every 
drug store in the neighborhood to see i? we 
could find one where Mrs. Vermilya bought 
arsenic 

“ We'd have been lucky to find ft out within 
a few days if she had bought arsenic. But 
you see she didn’t. This rat poison is prac- 
tically the same thing and it can be bought 
anywhere, at 4 grocery store, a drug store, 
or a hardware shop. And then look at the 
smoothness of it—mixing it up with pepper. 

“Day by day while Bisonette ved at her 
home he was fed the poison, probably in

CAREER OF MRS. VERMILYA* 

Until a week ago Mrs. Vermilya was un- 
known. Then came the police investigation 
into the death of Bisonette, and in two days 
the history of the woman began to unfold 
itself. It was a history of fatality, a death 
book. Fifteen years ago her first husband, 
Fred Brimmerkamp, died after a brief and 


unexplained illness on his farm near Barring- | 


ton, III By his death Mrs. Vermilya inherited 
$5,000 worth of property. Brimmerkamp was 
60 years old. His wife was half his age. He 
had been a man of sound health and cheerful! 
mind, a typical farmer of the more pros- 
peroustype. He was the first. 

LAST CHILD DIES. 

His death saved him much sorrow, for not 
long after his daughters, Cora Brimmer- 
kamp, 9 years old, and Florence Brimmer- 
kamp, 3 years old, followed him. The chil- 
dren died within a few months, both from 
causes never ascertained. And, when they 
were dead, their mother sold the farm at 
Barrington and moved to Chicago.

The first Municipal court prop®sition places 
the Municipal courts under civil service 
under direction of the city civil service com- 
mission. It also fixes the salary of the chief 
justice at $10,000 per annum, associate jus- 
tices at 30 000, two assistants to the chief 
justice at $4,000, two at $1,800, chief deputy 
clerk at $4,000, chief deputy bailiff at $4,000, 
and other deputy bailiffs accordingly. 

The second Municipal court proposition 
change the technical legal practice in the 
Municipal courts on certain classes of cases 
in accordance with ideas of practicing attor- 
neys and does not contain the civil service 
sections. It does contain the same salary 
provisions as in the first proposition. The 
second requires a majority of those voting 
to secure ratification. 


‘Little Ballot” on Bonds. 

In the so-called “little ballot” are two 
propositions for bond issues of the city of 
Chicago.

The Republican management thought there 
will be 226,000 votes cast, of which 105,000 will 
be for the straight Republican ticket, enough 
in the judgment of the leaders—considering a 
Democratic split as imminent—to elect all 
Republican nominees. 

Chairman McCarthy established the aver- 
age Democratic vote at not less than 76,- 
ooo which he said would be sufficient to 
elect the Democratic ticket by pluralities 
ranging from 10,000 to 25,000.

SEES REVERSAL OF FORM. 


Says Public Was Misled by Trend | 
of Earlier and More Lib- 


eral Decisions.

Criticism of the interpretation of a public 
statute by the highest court probably would 
be out of place from any quarter, but of 
course would have no value when proceeding 
from a layman. Nevertheless, surveying the 


the light of the recent decisions of the Su- 
preme court, I am much impressed with two 
considerations: 

First, the statute as now construed opposes 
a nationwide principle of economic develop- 
ment, that is to say, the principle of combina- 
tion, deliberately adopted and acted upon by 
the peopie of the United States throughout 
a generation. 

Second, it is extremely unfortunate that the 
business public of the United States should 
have been misled by the trend of the earlier 
decisions of the courts into the belief that this 
principle would be allowed to stand. 


Great Basic Question Involved. 

There is a great fundamental question, of 
course, whether, upon the whole, the sound- 
est national progress in commercia! affairs 
will be promoted by a consolidation of re- 
sources and facilitiés or by their widespread 
distribution among the individuals com pos- 
ing the nation. 

Great national wealth and power have 
been developed by both processes. In 
France, to illustrate, where there are many 
employers compared to the total number of 
employés, and many small but few large 
fortunes, we have a striking example of the 
accumulation of national wealth and power 


through the process of distribution. 

In the United States, however, the opposite 
theory, that combinations are essential to a 
maximum commercial development, has al- 
ways obtained. This is doubtless because our 
citizens are less tied down to family traditions 
of trade and employment. are endowed with 
an ambition which dissatisfies them with a 
moderate competence, the ordinary lot of 
individual success and are fired with an 
imagination which hurries them on to the 
accomplishment of those great results possi- 
bie only through extensive combinations. 


Combinationa a National Passion. 

Our comparatively new community. re- 
quiring greater resources for its development 
than the individual usually commands. and 
the absence of state control and monopoly. 
the Furopean method of supplementing m- 
dividual effort, have had much to do with 
this tendency to combination. 

There is no doubt. moreover, that in many 
eases—as, for example, in that of street 
railways, telephone companies, and railway 
consolidations creating through Iines—pub- 
Iie convenience has been largely served 
through the policy of combination. 

The earlier combinations, however, too 
frankly atmed at actual monopoly and the 
methods by which their ends were attained 
were not always overscrupulous. A vague 
feeling of danger was thus spread among 


the people, which in time led to the enact- 
ment of the Sherman law. 

As to the good effect of that law, in so far 
as it served to check monopolistic tenden- 
cles, I think there can be no reasonable 
deubt; but what is unfortunate with respect 
to the law is that the public obtained the 
impression from the earlier decisioris of the 
Supreme court that the influence of the stat- 
ute wal not to be extended beyond this point; 
that the principle of ¢ombination was to be 
left intact, and that mere magnitude of busi- 
ness organization or extensive ownership 
of property, even though leading to a dom- 
inating influence in a particular trade or 
business, was not in itself to be condemned. 


Industrial Lines Upset. 
It seems that these views, widely enter- 
tained by the industrial section of the com- 
munity and based largely upon this earlier 


cident of the law, have been rudely upset 
by the later turn of affairs. 

I speak of the industrial section because 
public service corporations, which had al- 
ready been subject to state regulation, to 
inhibitions against amalgamation of paral- 
lel and competing lines, and to similar legis- 
lation, have not been so seriously disturbed 
by the late decisions. But those of our 
people interested in organizations of this 
character are few, indeed, compared to those 
interested in our many and great industrial 


| enterprises. 


It is apparent, therefore, that a construc- 
tion of the statute which reverses the cur- 
rent of industrial progress afid requires the 
disintegration into individual units of com- 
binations formed under a different though 
perhaps mistaken construction of the law 
must have a profound bearing upon our 
commercial progress as a whole, upon the 
creation of private wealth, und even upon 
the social development of our people. 

Whether the cost of conforming to the new 
standard of commercial life may not be too 
great for the advantages that the nation 
might otherwise derive thereffom would 
seem to be a questloſt for the serious consid- 
eration of the legislative branch. 

If, however, the policy which splits up com- 
bined power and wealth into its component 
parts is to continue, the period allowed for 
carrying out so fundamental a change should 
be considerable, and the change should be 
effected through the prudent codperation of 
the government rather than at the point of 
court decrees, with the overshadowing 
threats of recelverships for solvent concerns. 

If the economic policy of developing the 


individual and discouraging the combination | 


of individuals is to prevail, it would seem to 
follow that national incorporation should be 
discouraged. 

It ig no doubt true that if the growth of 
large combinations, as the most potent fac- 
tors in national progress, were to be fostered, 
certain advantages would be obtained by 
bringing concerns whose activities transcend 
state bounds under such harmonious regula- 
tion as would be possible only under a na- 
tional law. But even in that case it would be 
d‘fficult to imagine a more radical departure 
from the dual form of government, state and 
national, approved by the fathers of the re- 
public. 

Chance for Marked Reform. 

With a federal incorporation act in force it 
would be easily possible by federal taxation 
of state franchises—the legality of which was 


recently affirmed by the Supreme court—to | 


force all large corporations under national 
control, thus producing such centralization 
of power as would make the national govern- 
ment in time the greatest of all combinations 
and a deadly weapon against private enter- 
prise in the hands of incomptent or unscrupu- 
lous officials. 

If the policy of the Sherman law, as indi- 
seated in the recent farreaching decisions of 


the Supreme court, ig to be rigidly carried | 


out it would seem superfluous to bother with 
laws regulating or controlling prices. The 
country is more apt to be confronted with the 
many attendant evile of unrestricted compe- 
tition than with high prices brought about by 
vast combinations. 

If any legislation at all were needed under 
these circumstances it would seem to be 
Protect that stability and equilibrium of 
prices which has been, perhaps, the most im- 
portant benefit conferred by our largest and 


“some form of legislation that would make 


possible the prevention of useless waste and 
best managed combinations.

BUSINESS MEN ASK 


gressional Act Defining 
Federal Attitude. 


SHERMAN LAW ‘ASSAILED. 


Manufacturers“ Body Names a 
Commission by Telegraph 
to Draft Bill. 


The Il}inots Manufacturers association 
has started a movement for congressional 
action that will show large commercial in- 
terests “ where they stand and how far 
they may go without running afoul of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

The association’s action comes as a direct 
appeal from business men all over the coun- 
try, who say they are befogged by the Su- 
preme court's interpretation of the Sherman 
| act. Such an appeal was made by Richard 
Olney in a letter published in THe TRIBUNE 
eight days ago. 

A body of men has been asked to drafta 
bill to submit to congress at the coming ses- 
sion. The members, netified by telegrams 
yesterday, are: Charles Piez, Chicago; La 
Verne W. Noyes, Chicago; Richard Olney, 
Boston; Louis D. Brandeis, Boston; F. O. 
Watts, Nashville, Tenn.; Dr. Arthur Hadley, 
Yale university; Samuel Untermeyer, New 
York City: Murdo McKenzie, Trinidad, Colo. ; 
Clark V. Howell, Atlanta; James J. Hill, St. 
Pau!; Rudolph Spreckels, San Francisco; and 
John Wanamaker, Philadelphia. 

The association has not yet had responses 
from the men as to whether they will accept. 


Interstate Merchants Interested. 
The men invited representatives of rail- 
roads, the shippers, and the merchants 


vitally concerned in any legislation having 
to do with interstate commerce. They were 
selected by Mr. Piez, John E. Wilder, and 
Edward N. Hurley, appointed to act by the 
association directors. 

The association's statement of reasons for 
appointing the commission follow, in part: 

After a score or more of years of inactiv- 
ity, without premonitory notice, a national 
policy has been Inaugurated in dealing with 
corporations which threatens the foundation 
of our credit and prosperity. Business men 
who are anxious to conduct their enterprises 
along lines of honesty are included in recent 
attacks. The declaration has been made that 
business must square itself to the statutes, 
but administrative officers have failed to 
point the way and the courts have failed 0 
interpret the law. 


Periodical Shocks Predicted. 

“Recent decisions of the Supreme court 
imply that the. legality of the larger com- 
binations must be submitted to the coust for 
adjudication; and the determination of the 
administration to enforce the act means that 
business will be subjected to periodical 
shocks for years to come. 

“The Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
has among its members some of the most 
} successful corporations engaged in the indus- 
trial enterprises. Its members have faith in 
their country, are obedient to the law and to 


lacking in patriotism that they are unwilling 


if necessary to purge industry of lawless acts 

“ But are the large industrial combinations 
of the last twenty years simply the result of 
a deflant disregard of the law, in pusuit of 
illicit profits? Are the claims of economy 
achieved by combination or greater and more 
rapid trade expansion secured by larger cap- 
ital, simply idle claims to hide the real pur- 
pose of these enterprises? Are the abuses 
practiced by some of these combinations only 
the reflections of dishonesty, or are they a 
necessary eutgrowth of these combinations? 

Congress’ Act Only Remedy. 

“The IIlinois Manufacturers association 
does not feel that lawlessness among the 
leading business men of the country Is so 
rampant as to justify an affirmative answer 
to these questions. 

„% There exists a crying recessity for ascer- 
taining the true economic value of industrial 
combinations, for determining whether the 
Sherman anti-trust law is still economically 
wise, and for deciding whether big business 
is to continue, and, if so, under what rules 
and regulations. 

The only remedy seems to be by the enact- 
ment of a law which will prescribe a rule for

evils among boys, the one leading to the 
other, according to statements made at a 
meeting of principals of the Chicago public 
schools in the board of education rooms 
yesterday. Among the speakers were Peter 
A. Mortenson, superintendent of the Chi- 
cago Parental school; Fred J. Watson, prin- 
cipal of the Dore school, and F. L. Morse, 
principal of the Farragut High and Elemen- 
tary school. 

“ Ninety-six per cent of the truant boys 
smoke, many chew, and a few even eat to- 
bacco,“ said Mr. Mortenson. 

“All the boys in the room for truants in my 
school either smoke or chew,“ was Mr. Wat- 
son's testimony. More chew than smoke, 
the reason probabiy geing that it is easier to 
chew secretly than smoke on the sly. 

Mr. Mortenson said that some of the causes 
for delinquency among boys were shiftless- 
ness, late hourg, dirt, and slovenly habits. 

Since the home and the street are mainly 
responsible for these results,” he sald, “ the 
school must do for children what the home 
has failed to do. Parents should be made to 
shoulder more responsibility. If all the 
schools were good schools and all the homes 
were good homes, schools of detention would 
be unnecessary.”’ 

Mr. Mortenson deplored 
permit the birth of children from degenerate 
Parents, and said that so long as this is per- 
mitted tite present grave probiems would con- 
tinue to exist. i 

There is something lacking for the boy in 
city life.“ Mr. Mortenson added. He is too 
far removed from nature.“ 

Mr. Watson recommended that boys, in- 
stead of being sent to the parental school by 
the Juvenile court, be sent to industrial 
centers of the public schools. His school, 
the Doré, is such a center, and thirteen truant 
boys are assigned to a special room.

Came to Chicago Sixty Years Ago. 

It is almost sixty years since Leon Mandel, 
then 10 years old, came to Chicago. He was 
fatheriess and almost penniless. Before he 
was out of short trousers he was at work 
in a dry goods house as a cash boy, and five 
years later he had launched the partnership 
that was to grow into one of the largest de- 
partment stores of the ccuntry. 

Mr. Mandel was born in Kerzenheim, Ger- 
many, Sept. 10, 1841, and received the rudi- 
ments of his education in the schools of his 
rative town. On the death of his father, his 
mother brought him with his three brothers 
to America and across the territory to Chica- 
go. He was put in the Chicago public schools, 
where he stayed for three years. Then the 
boy decided he wanted to work and make 
money. 

His first job was that of a cash boy in the 
store of Ross & Foster, then the largest dry 
goods store west of New York. and his pay 
wes $2 a week. Fifty years later he was 
earning something Hke $2 a minute, but his 
wages at that time looked big. 


Opens First Store. 

He attracted the attention of the senior 
partner and was the guest of Ross at nu- 
erous outings in the country, and five years 
later he and his brother were assisted by 
Ross in opening the dry goods store of Man- 
del Brothers at Clark and Monroe streets. 

Lebn Mandel was buyer for the firm and 
spent a good deal of time in New York. It 
was from A. T. Stewart, head of the great 
New York store of that day, that he learned 
modern methods of conducting business, and 
Mandel Brothers grew. In 1871 they built 
a new store at Harrison and State streets 
and were just about to move into the new 
building when the great fire of 71 swept 
Chicago and left ruins of the old store and 
the new one alike. 

Within two days they had secured funds 
for reconstructing the State street building 
and were under way again when in 1874 
another fire ruined the rebuilt structure. Al- 
most before the ashes had cooled they hed 
leased new property and the next year had 
obtained part of the ground where the pres- 
ent store stands. 


Aids Art and Charities. 

One by one new sites were secured and in 
1901 the present building was opened, with 
a stock of general merchandise worth mil- 
lions of dollars. During the last few months 
reconstruction of the building has been under 
way. 

In 1869 Mr. Mandel married Mies Isabella 
Foreman of Philadelphia. To them were 
born seven children, Fregerick L., Robert, 
Fannie (Mrs. O. G. Foreman), Ida (Mrs. M. 
W. Mandelbaum), Blanche, Lulu (Mrs. J. M. 
Wineman), and Florence. All, with the 
widow, survive. Simon alone of the four 
prothers is alive. 

Mr. Mandel had long been a patron of the 
arts, and numerous canvases he had acquired 
have been placed in the Art institute. His 


most signal gift to the University of Chicago 


was the great assembly hall which bears his 
name, and which serves as a center for many 
university activities. He was a supporter 
of the movement for permanent grand opera 
in Chicago. During the erection of Michael 
Reese hospital he was chairman of the 
building committee. He founded the Jewish 
Training school and was an active member of 
the Jewish charities. He was connected with 
numerous other charitable institutions. He 
also was a founder of the Standard club.

URGES AN IMMIGRANT REFUGE 


Dr. Edward A. Steiner Says Sta- 
tion Is Needed at Chicago. 


RECOMMENDS SABATH PLAN. 


Iowan, 
Abroad, Speaks for Federal Control. 


“An immigration station, modeled after 
the plan advocated in a recent bill before 
congress by Congressman Sabath of Chi- 
cago is one of the crying needs of Chicago,“ 
said Dr. Edward A. Steiner of Iowa college, 
lecturer and writer on immigration prob- 
lems, at Hull house yesterday. 

Tonight be will speak before the Sunday 
Evening club at Orchestra hall on The 
Spirit of Brotherhood.” Dr. Steiner has just 
returned from Europe, where he spent sev- 
eral weeks investigating immigration to 
America. 

“Conditions in Chicago are extremely bad,”’ 
he said. Without proper guidance or su- 
pervision groups of immigrants arrive here 
| and sometimes are held from twenty-four 
to forty-eight hours for train connections 
west. They are, of course, unable to speak 
or understand a word of English, and as a 
consequence are subject to severe trials and 
privations during their enforced wait.

Former Resident of Chicago 
Driven to Crime by Jealousy. 


LURES GIRLS TO SEA BEACH. 


Ludwig E. Jaeger, Slayer, Was Once 
in Consw’s Office Here. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—Jeal- 
ousy over his former wife, who had divorced 
him, and an obsession that by death he could 
bring bappiness to himself and his two chil- 
dren, led Ludwig E. Jaeger to commit a 
double murder and suicide today.

Mrs. Jaeger obtained a decree about two 
years ago and went to Germany, returning 
to this country and marrying Frank Strass- 
berger, salesman for his father’s business 
house, last spring in Boston. They went to 
live in Winthrop. 

A few days ago Jaeger appeared in the 
vicinity. He rented a room directly opposite 
the house of his former wife and called fre- 
quently, beseeching her through the speak- 
ing tube to let him see the children.

President Has First Leisure in More 
than Seven Weeks at Hot 
Springs, Va.

Nota stroke 
of official business was done by the presi- 
dent during the day.

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Dr. E. G. Cooley Comments on 
German Progress in Industries. 


AMERICAN METHODS WRONG. 


Says United States People Save at 
Spigot and Waste at Bung. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 4.—[Special.}—Sharp 
criticism of American educational methods 
or lack of educational methods—which fail to 
bring out the best and most productive traits 
of American children was included in the 
address given here before the National Bo- 
clety for the Promotion of Industrial Educa- 
tior by E. G. Cooley, former president of the 
Chicago board of education, 

Mr. Cooley declared we are saving at the 
spigot and wasting at the bunghole,” tha’, we 
are not only wasting our natural resources 
but neglecting our human resources. He said 
Germany is outstfipping all other nations 
because of greater attention to education. 

“ Conservation of our natural resources is 
the topic of the hour in America,” he said, 
“but we must recognize that we have been 
wasting our human resources more than any- 
thing else. The attempt to preserve our 
fisheries, our water power, is worthy of all 
commendation, but the conservation of our 
human resources is even more Important.“ 


Tells of Germany’s Industry. 

Mr. Cooley spoke of the alarm felt by com- 
peting nations at the growth of German trade 
and industry. He showed that 61 per cent 
of the German population in 1843 was en- 
gaged in agrioulture, fishing, forestry, and 
gardening; that in 1882 the percentage had 
shrunk to 43.4 per cent, and that in 1895 it 
had dropped to 37.5 per cent. 

But in forty years Prussta's coal industry 


; had increased sixfold, and its iron ore output 


fourfold in thirty years. Germany's pig iron 
output outstripped Great Britain's, and its 
steel production grew in thirty years from 
500,000 tons to 12,000,000 tons. In the middle 
of the century the North German Lloyd com- 
pany started with a Scottish built steamer. 
Its shipbuilding industry is now greater than 
that of all other continental countries. 
„Germany's growth in the electrical and 
chemical industries is even more remark- 
able, said Mr. Cooley. Its chemists are 
making new discoveries and selling to the 
world, and they have discovered methods and 
appliances that are helping other industries. 


Result of Improved Methods. 

“Invaluable results are achieved by the 
simplest and least expensive methods. Tho 
moet impressive fact is the comprehensive- 
ness; education is supplied to every occupa- 
tion where it is of benefit. With poorer land 
and less favorable climate, poorer iron and 
coal mines, originally less ingenious and ef- 
fective machinery, Germany is crowding 
competitors to the wall through better trained 
men. 

“America sells because it can produce 
cheaply, not because it can produce well. 
And cheap raw material is becoming dearer, 
and ciher nations are learning our methods 
of organization and copying our machinery. 

“We can adopt Germany's systematic meth- 
od of dealing with local needs, through con- 
tinuation schools, middle schools, special 
schcols of all sorts. 

“Our schools should include enough general 
educs tion, in addition to technical training, 
to adapt the mind to use the occupation it- 
self as a culture. It must not be shortened 
to make room for vocational training, which 
should come at about 14—when laws generally 
terminate compulsory attendance. 

„Mere dexterity training in earlier years is 
as apt to hinder as to further the development 


aim at mental development constantly. it 
should rest on the same basis as general 
education. There is no necessary conflict 
between scholarship and vacational train- 


ing.“

Former Convict Attorney Ap- 
pears Before Bar Associ- 
ation Committee. 


ADMITS BEING IN JOLIET. 


Determination Reached to Ask 
the Supreme Court to 
Take Action. 


“Give me a chance to make a living,” 
pleaded Attorney Daniel F. Raum to mem- 
bers of the grievahce committee of the 
Chicago Bar association yesterday, but his 
héart-story will not prevent the association 
from petitioning the State Supreme court 
to adopt a specific rule prohibiting Raum 
and any other former convict from practicing 
law. 

The committee took under advisement cer- 
tain complaints made against Raum practic- 
ing in Chicago courts while on parole from 
Joliet penitentiary. No decision was an- 
ncunced as to whether the committee will! de- 
mand Raum' disbarment. 


Admits Being in Joliet. 

The membeis, however, were clearly of the 
one sentiment that the bar association would 
be compelied, in the name of protecting the 
legal fratern'ty, to appeal to the Supreme 
court to make it so that ex-convicts cannot 
enjoy the privileges of licensed attorneys. 

Raum, who is a son of Greene B. Raum, one 
time United States pension commissioner, 
admitted he was sent to Joliet in 1906 after 
confessing to forgery in Peoria, and that he 
is now under parole to Attorney James T. 
Brady. He undertook to show by witnesses, 
including Brady} that he has lived a correct 
life since being on parole, and he blamed his 
crime upon nervous prostration. It came out 
that Raum's victims in Peoria did not know 
they had been victimized nor did the authori- 
tles have the information until Raum walked 
into the offices of two friends and told them 
he had forged their named among others to 
notes which aggregated about 312.000. Then 
he asked to be sent to jali. Speculation and 
fast living were held responsible. 


Tries Sluggers’ Case. 

Raums record came out when he attempt- 
ed to defend ‘‘ Deany Conners in a labor 
slugging case. Assistant State's Attorney 
Witty received the information and trans- 
mitted it to Judge Fry. Raum at once 
ceased-active handling of the case, which 
had been turned over to him by Brady. The 
matter is said to be subject only to regula- 
tion by the Supreme court.

Are All 
Pulling in Opposite Ways. 


NATIVE HANKOW ON FIRE. 


Shells from Imperial Army Cause Blaze 
Daring Battle. 


PEKING. Nov. 4—The situation in China 
is becoming more complex, if not more eeri- 
ous, every day. A week ago codperation was 
suspected between Yuan Shi Kei and the 
national assembly Later it was believed 
Yuan Shi Kal could reach an understanding 
with the Lanchau troops, headed by Gen. 
Chan Shao Tsen. 

It is now evident. however, that all elements 
—the throne, Yuan Shi Kai's party. the 
national! assembly. the provincia! assemblies. 
the southern rebels. and the northern army— 
have no connection whetever. 
movement is a spontaneous uprising agains* 
old corrupt methods, and the fact that 
foreigners have not been attacked indicates 
that the desire for genuine reform is sin- 


cere. 
National Assembly to Resign. 

It is reported tonight that the national as- 
sembly—at a secret session decided to resign 
in a body. owing to protests telegraphed to 
Peking by many of the provincial assemblies. 
objecting that a provisional assembly should 
assume authority to draft a constitution, 
which should be the work of à duly elected 
parliament. 

Several edicts were issued today. One re- 
fers to Yuen Shi Kal's request to be relieved 
from the premiership. It sets forth that he 
has everybody's confidence, is able and 
patriotic. and has received the throne’s 
bounty for many years. It orders him not 
to decline the premiership again. Another 
approves of Yuan Shi Kai's decision to enter 
Into negotiations with the rebels for the sus- 
pension of hostilities, 


Hankow Burns During Fight. 

HANKOW, China, Nov. 4.—Ainost the 
whole of the native city of Hankow is afire 
this morning. Despite the heavy fire of the 
opposing armies the wounded and inmates 
have been rescued from the Wesleyan mis- 
sion. 

Dr. Booth, the head of the mission. asked 
the imperialists to grant an armistice of two 
hours to permit of removal from the mission, 
out the firing ceased for only a half hour.

Of these 
perhaps the most interesting is that Amer- 
iean influences are largely responsible for 
Great Britain's Intellectual and moral de- 
cline. Count Vay writes:

The spread of socialistic and anarchistic 


ideas among the artisan population is ad- 


duced in support of this cortention, and ts 
partly explained in its turn by the change 
which has come over the upper classes. 


Life Stirs Poorer Classes, 

“The superficial, luxurious, and idle ex- 
istence which they lead naturally excites op- 
position.” the writer continues. When a 
people sees how the upper classes devote 
themselves exclusively to their pleasures. 
without ahy serious occupation, it loses re- 
spect for them and demands the abolition of 
thelr privileges and the partition of their 
postessions ” 

Count Vay sees a special danger to Eng- 
land in the smart set which claims to 
be the flower of society but no longer asks 
the merit of patriotic sacrifice from its mem- 


“ Wealth is the sole qualification. How- 
ever won or made, gold by itself suffices to 
enable its possessor to play the part. 

“This worship of Mammon is due largely 
to transatlantic influences. and particularily 
to American wives, who, although externally 
an exact copy of the English pattern and 
who, on great occasions when they wear the 
antique robes of peeretses, make the best 
impression. nevertheless remain strangers in 
character and ia their intellect are unalter- 
ably Yankee. 

Thus many other English habits and cus- 
toms are disappearing to be replaced by 
American ones. These tendencies are ap- 
pearing with special distinction in the man- 
ner of thought of the younger generation.

Balloon in Which Transatlantic Trip

WAR AIRSHIPS’ FUTURE'SURE} AMERICANS HORT JEW CAUSE? 


Initial Demonstration by Italy Russian Nationalists Make Plea 


Makes Over History. 


ARABS FLEE FROM BOMBS. 


Army Aviator De-cribes What He Can 
of Their Effet. 


[ey CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE ] 

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The first use of the 
aeroplane in the world's history in attacking 
an enemy naturally is attracting the atten- 
tion of Europe. The dropping of bombs from 
an aeroplane by Lieut Gavotti into the 
Turkish camp outside Tripoli, though appar- 
ently not very destructive, is destined to be- 
come historical. 

An English corespondent in Tripoli de- 
scribes the hand grenades which were manu- 
factured at Spezzia and destined for use by 
naval aeroplanes, some of which Gavottlem- 
ployed. They consist of a steel ball, a little 
larger than an orange, filled with a high ex- 
ploslve When the bomb touches the ground 
the detonator, consisting of a small fron ball 
left free inside, strikes a fulminate, causing 
an explosion. The detonator is kept in place 
by a spring, which must be withdrawn at the 
moment of launching the bomb, and the 
pressure of the hand tightens little circlets 
which keep the detonator motionless for the 

‘brief period between the extraction of the 
spring and the dropping of the bomb. The 
bomb explodes when it strikes the ground. 

Gavotti, 2,000 feet In the air, was able to use 
only one hand, as his machine was not work- 
ing well, and he withdrew the spring with 
bis teeth and dropped the grenade. He 
watched it fall a couple of seconds and then 
lost sight of it. But when he heard the de- 
tonation he wheeled and saw a great black 
cloud and the Arabs fleeing. He repeated the 
experiment ugon another group of Arabs 
with unknown success. The speed of the 
aeroplane carried him out of range. 

He says that apparently it would be better 
to work with two aeroplanes, one to throw the 
bombs and the other to watch the effect. 
From the scattering of the first group, how- 
ever, it ls deducible that bombs would have 
a decisive moral influence in a battle.

As to the genera! principle of every kind of 
safeguard being ofiered that the minority can 
ask. there would be no difierence of opinion, 
The Irish Nationalists not oniy do not reject 
but invite every kind of protection that the 
ingenuity of man or the practice of other na- 
tions can suggest.

Of course. there might be a provision fol- 
lowing these lines which would give an Irish 
subject the right to appeal to a high court 
against any enactment which couid be fairly 
charged with any oppressiveness on the 
ground of religion. 

Irish Catholics’ Attitude. 

There never will be such a law even thought 
of in an Irish parilament, | know, but still 
there would be no harm in providing against 
it.

The two orders would sit together 
but if there were a dispute, the vote would 
liave to be taken by orders and de carried 
by a minority in both the one order and the 
other.

The Irish 
representation in the imperial parliament at 
the present moment is 103, and that would 
form a fair number for an Irish house of com- 
mons. But some people think it would be 
well to make the assembly double that size, 
seo as to give small towns, not represented 
now, the pride and sense of communion with 
the assembly which would come from having 
a member within its walls. 

The real crux, however, of the whole home 
rule settlement will be the financial question. 
This is a problem so large and so compli- 
Gated that I cannot undertake to give you 


more about it than its broad outlines. 


The grievance of Ireland with regard to 
taxation mainly arises from the incontro- 
vertible fact that Ireland is a poor and Eng- 
land a rich country, and that one country is 
@ nation of small peasant proprietors, and 
the other, in the main, a nation of manufac- 
turers and workmen in cities. 

To put it familiarly, it is a poor relation 
having to live in the same house and on the 
Same opulent scale of living as a millionaire 
cousin. 


Burden Heavy for Erin. 


The expenditure of England, necessitated 
by its world wide empire and by the serious 
imperiling of its naval supremacy through 
the competition of the German navy, has 
risen by gigantic strides until it is now al- 
most appalling, but even this Titanic bur- 


den England can bear, partly owing to its vast 


and yearly increase in trade and wealth and 
partly owing to the new system of taxation 
inaugurated by the famous Lioyd-George 
budget. But the burden has become more 
and more difficult for a poor country like 
Ireland to béar. 4 

Then there is the enormous cost of the 
police force, which is not a civil force at all 
but an army of occupation, armed, too, like 
soldiers, with rifle SLM © ty and paid ex- 
travagantly and pa ‘In every way. It 
need scarcely be said that this costly system 
of government will come to an end as soon as 
Ireland is governing herself. 

I may sum up the whole Irish grievance by 
paying that 110 years after Ireland lost its 
parliament today, while its population has 
been halved, its taxation has been doubled. 
These were the facts which were brought 
out by a royal commission appointed some 
years ago by Mr. Gladstone. That commis- 

sion startled the whole world by reporting 
that Ireland was annually overtaxed some 
€ 15,000,000. 

This report has formed the battle ground 
of Ireland, for some years, and there have 
been innumerable debates upon it in the 
house of commons and the house of lords. No 
direct redress has been given, but redress 
has come in a curious and indirect way. 

When old age pensions were given to the 
three kingdoms, it was not realized that Ire- 
land, having far more old people, who were 
also poor, was about to get a far larger share 
of the pensions than any other part of the 
country. The old age pensions are an im- 
perial tax and, therefore, Ireland got out of it 
far more than it gave.

PLAN IN FRANCE 


Cabinet Introduces Measure to 
Combat the High Cost 
of Living. 


FOR CO-OPERATIVE SHOPS. 


Municipalities Are to Loan Money 
to Help These Along; Meat 
Figures to Drop. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The critical conditions 
created throughout Europe by the increased 
cost of Mving are pressing the governments 
to action. In England the example set by 
the United States is to be followed and the 
government will appoint a board of trade 
commission to inquire into the whole sub- 
ject. In Austria the work of the pariia- 
mentary commission already engaged in this 
matter is being speeded up, and in Germany 
the recent debate in the reichstag is expected 
to have a sequel which will force the imperial 
administration in some measure to modify 
ite indifferent attitude. 

It has been left to France to initiate meas- 
ures designed to exercise a direct effect upon 
the problem that confronts the governments 
of nearly all the great powers. The French 
cabinet has introduced a bill which will 
place municipal! authorities in position to 
exercise effective control upon the price of 
the necessaries of life. 


* . To Act as Check. 

It must be borne in mind that while it 18 
universally agreed that the increase in the 
cost of living is in the main due to causes 
against which no remedial legislation is pos- 
sible, there exists a widespread idea that this 
appreciation is in some respect illegitimate 
and that advantage has been taken of the 


fact that prices generally are going up to 


accelerate and emphasize the upward tend- 
ency. Tt is largely against such illegitimate 
trading that the French government's pro- 
posals are directed. 

Codperative enterprises in France do not 
appear to have been particularly successful 
and the government thinks they need munici- 
pal encouragement. The bill therefore pro- 
poses to authorize municipalities: 

1. To lend money for the establishment of 
local, cotperative butchers’ and bakers’ 
shops. 

2. To establish such shops under municipal 
régime with administrators or tenants to 
whom funds are to be advanced. 

It is recognized that there will be an outcry 
against the bill on the part of existing butch- 
ers and bakers. 

The government tries to disarm their oppo- 
sition by proposing that coéperative and mu- 
nicipal shops shall be subject to all ordinary 
state and municipal and trade imposts and 
that the capital advanced them shall be lim- 
ited in amount. 


Size of Loan. 

The loan is not to exceed half of the origi- 
nal capital expenditure of the codperative so- 
eiety or administrative tenant, together with 
half the amount of their trading capital. it 
will be subjected to interest at 4 per cent, 
and will be guaranteed by the society’s or 
tenant’s capital and stock. 

Moreover, in order to reassure smaller 
tradesmen, only one of such municipal. or 


semi-municipal shops may be established for; 


every 5,000 inhabitants. Several communes, 
whose population is each under 5,000, may 
combine in order to set up one of the proposed 
trading establishments. The capital ad- 
vanced is repayable in fifteen years. 
Severe criticism is being passed upon the 
bill. The government's idea is that these semi- 
municipal stores would have 4 regulative 
influence upon the rise in prices is declared 
to be justified only by the possibilty that, on 
account of the financia! support given them 
by the municipalities, these stores would be 
able to trade on more advantageous terms 
than private competitors and thus be able 
to cut prices.

New First Lord Quiets Rumor 
Concerning British Navy. 


BERESFORD GIVES sige AID. 


Question Put in Commons to Clear the 
Record of McKenna. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Nov. Lord Charles Beresford 
gave the government an opportunity this 
week to make an official denial of the rumors 
which have been prevalent for some time as 
to the state of unpreparedness in which the 
navy was found to be at the critical moment 
in the Agadir imbroglio. 

It was sald that vessels of the fleet which 
are in communication in home waters were 
short both of coal and ammunition and that 
had war started they would have been at the 
mercy éven of a greatly inferior German 
equadron. 

These rumors were revived last week in 
connection with Mr. McKenna’s retirement 
from the admiralty. That change, it was al- 
leged, was a direct outcome of the discovery 
that under his régime as first lord the British 
navy had been going to the demnition bow- 
wows.” . 


Prompt Steps by Churchill. 

Seeing that the facts are that Mr. McKen- 
na’s administration elicited praise even from 
his political opponents and that if any fault 
were found with him by his colleagues it was 
that he insisted on obtaining for naval pur- 
poses more money than they at first were 
inclined to give these stories of naval unpre- 
paredness were taken with several grains of 
salt by all but the most credulous. 

One of Winston Churchill's first callers after 
he took up quarters at the admiralty was 
Lord Charles Beresford, and it is said it was 
the new first lord who induced Sir Charles to 
put the question in the house of commons de- 
signed to clear Mr. McKenna’s record. 

Lord Charles’ ‘question referred to the send- 
ing of coal by rail across England for the use 
of warships. The reply made was that this 
transportation was simply a part of the rou- 
tine of admiralty procedure, designed for the 
purpose of testing from time to time the rall- 
way facilities. 


Praised by British Press. 
After taking up his duties as first lord of the 
admiralty Mr. Churchill demonstrated clear- 
ly that he recognizes the advantages of news- 
paper publicity. He called in a number of 
naval! correspondents of leading journals and 
took them into his eonfidence as to his plans 
for the future administration of the navy. 
The result is that he has been hailed by all 


; parties with acclamation. 


FINDS METHOD TO USE PEAT 
AS FUEL FOR BIG ENGINES. 


Scientist Makes Discovery Which Will 
Prove to Be of Great Value to Ire- 
land. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 4.—There came from Dub- 
lin this week a little dispatch which sug- 
gests a fact of intrinsically greater impor- 
tance to Ireland than the passage of the 
home rule Dill. 

For generations @ process for industrially 
utilizing peat from the Irish bogs has been 
sought as a kind of philosopher's stone 
that would transform the distressful country 
into a land of prosperity. 

Now, according to the Dublin correspond- 
ent of the Times, a successful attempt has 
been made to use peat instead of coal for 
industrial purposes. A 900 horse power 
engine was installed two months ago by 
Crossley Bros. in the linensfactory of Ham- 
ilton Robb at Portadown, County Armagh. 

Mr. Bobb's Manager says that as a result 
of his experiment with this engine an outlay 
of $57 a week On peat produces the same 
energy as was obtained by expenditure of 
$69.60 a week for anthracite coal. 

The new product has, the manager says, 
the furthen advantage of extracting tar 
from the peat to the value of $35 a week, 
making the actual cost of fuel only $22

TERROR OF CHINA 


Treacherous Hwang-ho Has 
Drowned Millions of Peo- 
ple and May Continue. 


ITS COURSE OFTEN MOVED 


Vast Amount of Sediment Car- 
ried Down Makes It Over- 
flow Banks. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL.D 

EN ROUTE FROM HANKOW TO PE- 
KING, CHINA, Sept. 10.—This morning be- 
gan where last night left off, for we all staid 
up to get a midnight glimpse of China's 
sorrow, the Hwang-ho or Yellow river. We 
saw a tunnel through, high, hill and a seem- 
ingly endless bridge lighted by electricity 
which enabled us to get a fairly good idea of 
this weird monster, this perfectly worthless 
river which for general cussedness probably 
has no rival in all the world. 

To appreciate the double dealing character 
of the Hwang-ho you must look at the map. 
Rising in the highlands of Tibet, less than 
100 miles from the source of its rival, the 
Yangtse, it follows the northern slope of the 
Kuen Lun mountains to Lanchow, in the 
province of Kansu. It turns toward the 
north, enters Mongolia, strikes the high Mon- 
golian plateau. and is turned straight east. 
Again it turns southward, flowing between 
Shensi and Shansi to a point where it joins 
Its most important tributary, the Wei; thence 
it starts east, through Tungkwan gorge. 
Henceforth only the mountains of the Shan- 
tung peninsula interrupt its course to the 
sea. 

Perhaps no river in the world of equal 
length receives so few important tributariss. 
And that is why this scourge of the Sons of 
Han, the Ungovergable, does so much dam- 
age.

Even in its upper reaches the Yellow river 
has from time to time taken thousands cf 
lives. But it is in its wandering across the 
500 miles of lowland plain that it has been 
most destructive. It has nevef been quite 
able to make up its mind whether it prefers 
to pour its muddy waters into the Yellow 
sea or the Gulf of Pechili. 

Ten times within recorded history the 
Hwang-ho has altered its course. More than 
4,000 years ago, it is recorded in Chinese 
history, it wandered from its course, causing 
untold destruction. Yu the Perfect, exalted 
by Confucius as a mode! of China's golden 
age, immortalized himself as superintendent 
of works before he became emperor of China, 


and his glory rests on the taming of the 


Hwang-ho. He is represented as “ dragging 
the great rivers, burning the woods, boring 
the rocks, cutting through the mountains 
that obstructed their progress, and then deep- 
ening their chan®els until the waters flowed 
peacefully into the Eastern sea. 

Yu's work held the river for 1,500 years, 
when it again succumbed to the wanderlust. 
Beginning with the fourteenth century, it 
flowed for 500 years into the Yellow sea. But 
in 1851 it burst its northern embankments 
reaching the Gulf of Pechili 265 miles north 
of its former mount. A terrible inundation 
in 4898 destroyed 1,500 villages. 


Shifting Due to Sedinient. 

Passibly the Hwang-ho will again seek an 
outlet in the Yellow sea. But there is no 
reason to believe that it will be along its old 
channel, It disregards old channels. When 
it bursts its banks it flows over the great 
plain seeking a depression, perhaps that of 
some small river, which it utilises for its 
own purposes. Its peculiar habits are 
chiefly due to enormous quantities of sedi- 
ment which it brings from the highland 
plain in the interior. 

Shans! and Shensi is a yellow land, the 
hills, fields, soll, rivers, and brooks, even 
the houses, are yellow, and the vegetation 
is covered with yellow dust. This is the 
region of the friable yellow loam or loess, 
which often covers the earth to a thickness 
of 1,000 feet, in one place 2,000 feet. This silt 
is exceedingly fertile, but it is the profusion 
of silt carried by the Hwang-ho, which raises 
its bed above the level of the surrounding 
country. When the epring freshets come 
down from far back in Asia the river lit- 
erally picks up its bed and walks. And 
when it bursts its banks it brings ruin, per- 
haps death, to millions. 

But that things move in China may be 
realized from the fact that when the river 
shifted its bed more than 200 miles in 1881. 
flooded a country thousands of miles square, 
and drowned 7,000,000, according to one 
authority, five years elapsed before foreign- 
ers in Shanghai heard the news. And it 
was seven years before they learned where 
the Hwang-ho had located its new mouth.

Board Discontinues Quotations on Imag- 
inary Products to Avert Running 
Afoul of Government Regulations. 


Accepting THe TRIBUND’s editorial state- 
ment, made Friday, that fancy fresh eggs 
were imaginary, and not caring to run atoul 
of government regulations officials of the 
Chicago butter and egg board yesterday 
eliminated quotations on fancy fresh eggs. 

Formerly, eggs known as “ freshly gath- 
ered extras and prime firsts " were gen- 
erally accepted as “ fancy fresh ges. Such 
offerings were usually held at a big premium 
and few of them ever left the loop district, as 
large hotels and restaurants had standing 
orders for all they could get. 

The butter and egg boards classification 
rules say that “freshly gathered extras 
must be packed in new whitewood, 30 dozen 
cases, unless otherwise specified. These

No warrant has yet 
been issued for an arrest in connection with 
the shortage. *

Cabarets Latest B ogy | 
of TheatricalManagers. |

New York.—[Special Correspondence.}—The mysterious bond 
that links food with the drama in New. York is growing 
stronger. The principal caterers that fatten on the theater 
trade are seriously considering establishing cabarets in counec- 
tion with their main dining rooms. One of them, Louis Martin, 


a courageous provider who took over the Café de !"Opera when 


that place went through a spectacular failure, introduced a 
vaudeville bill of some merit to after-the-theater diners this 
week, and because his efforts to entertain were more or less 
successful the cries of the worried n promoters are 
heard in the streets 

They are both imaginative and apprehensive, these man 
agers. They see the cabaret advancing from a small beg 


ning to a flourishing finish. If a half dozen acts from the va. 


rieties will attract a larger crowd to one restaurant they know 
the competing brothers on the other three corners will not stop 
until they have doubled that aumber, And they realize that 
if this enterprise is in turn rewarded there will be greater 
and greater call upon the services of entertainers, and tha’ 
the quality of the cabaret acts will improve until the song 
and shuffle gentleman and the eager cuddle song vocalist are 
replaced by Houdini, the handcuff king, and Elbert Hubbard, 
the word juggler. They see the ballet picking up its skirts, 
or whatever may serve it for skirts, and deserting their stages 
for those of the restaurant. And from the ballet to the 
scene set eketch is but a step. Imagine having Amelia Bing- 
bam in “Great Moments from Great Plays” served with the 
soup!

Managers in Bad Way. 

Such a state of affairs would, of course, catch the manager 
in two ways: It would kil). the Interest af hie audience in those 
established favorites of vaudeville and musical comedy whe 
were financially induced to become cabaret artists, and it would 
increase the problem of securing talent. 

It is no use to say that the scheme of linking food with enter 
talnment was tried and found costly in the Folles Berzere, 
because the food feature of that enterprise netted something 
Itke $3,000 a week. It was because the house was too small 
to hold a crowd at popular prices that disaster was brought on 
the enterprise. At any rate, the managers are worried and 
meefings have been called to discuss the posstbilities of the 
cabaret and to take such action as may be necessary to keep 
popular performers away from thd.

‘grossly unfit as Thomas J. Dawson is an 


insult: to the decency of the community. 
A more undesirable candidate never had 
the effrontery to present himself at the 
polls. He will get a vote of gratitude 
from the jackpotting element and the un- 
derworld which sympathizes with Lort- 
merism and its alliances. 

Ross OC. Hall and the general run of the 
Democratic ticket are far below the level 
of wach a bench as this great city should 
have. But there are some honorable ex- 
ceptions. Denis E. Sullivan was a fighting 
friend of the people in the legislature in 
the days when the infamous attempts were 
being made to stea! the streets of Chicago. 
Judge Joseph H. Fiteh has done well on 
the bench, and Michael L. McKinley is 


|} another of the good men who happened 


on the Democratic ticket. 

The larger number of fit candidates are to 
be found, however, on the Republican ticket. 
Judges McSurely, Kavanagh, and Free- 
man should be reélected without fall, 
They all bring to their work character, 
ability, and that valuable asset, experi- 
ence, Albert C. Barnes was also a com- 
petent judge and should be returned. Ald. 
Foell by his services to the city in the 
council has justified the assumption that 
he will be a reliable and industrious mem- 
ber of the court. Hugo Pam is another 
worthy candidate, and Andrew J. Red- 
mond has an enthusiastic backing which 
vouches for his honesty and ability. Joseph 
J. Sullivan is clean and able. 

For the Circuit court the experienced: 
master in chancery, Thomas Taylor Jr., 
the Republican candidate, received the 
highest vote for that place at the bar 
primary, and would unquestionably prove 
worthy of the office. He is a man of 
high character, long experience in the ju- 
dicial work of a master in chancery, and 
proved ability. 

On the other hand, the Democratic 
nominee, Mr. John P. McGoorty, bas 
shown his high character by excellent work 
in the legislature and by activity as a citi- 
ten in public affairs. He would make an 
excellent judge. 

Finally the voter may vote for any ten 
candidates for the Supreme court regard- 
less of position. That is, he may vote fora 
Republican and also for the Democrat 
whose name is printed opposite in the Dem- 
ocratic column. One candidate does not 
run against another. 

Only be sure not to vote for more than 
ten for the Superior court or more than one 
for the Circuit court. 


THE FRENCH ARMY. | 
It may be to the end that the German 
people will not object to heavy military ex- 
penses that German army officers are in- 
clined to agree with experts of other coan- 
tries in giving an exceptionally high rating 
to the French military establishment. 
When the Moroccan incident made war a 
subject of discussion the question of the 
relative strength of the two countries chiefly 
concerned in the controversy naturally came 
up for so-called expert consideration. The 
opinion then was set forth that in only one 
arm were the Germans superior, and in that, 
ipfantry, only numerically. 
ery and cavalry the French were 
ra advance of anything in Europe, 
and their infantry was held only numerically 
inferior to the German. The unstable char 
acter of the French government and its difi- 
culties regarding military policy offered little 
justification for this opinion; but the experts’ 
found warrant for their ideas in the admira- 
ble equipment and training of the army. 
Germans now endeavor to call the atten-

on the French autumn maneuvers, says: 

„It the results of these experiments 
justify the hopes that have been founded 
on them, we need no longer indulge in illu- 
sions but must confess that the brilliant 
and well thought out organization of French 
aeronautics constitutes a very grave danger 
for us. If, furthermore, our neighbors cof- 
tinue to progress at the same rate as in 
1910-11, and if they maintain their advance 
on us, I do not hesitate to proclaim that in 
the next war this inferiority will lead as 
straight to a catastrophe.” 1 

Probably the underlying idea of this and 
other cautioning advice is that military con- 
fidence can grow to a point where it ceases 
to have virtues. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS ON AMERICA. 
In the current number of The Outlook 
there is an interview with His Eminence 
James Cardinal Gibbons, obtained by John 
Callan O’Laughlin, which deserves the at. 
tention of every American irrespective of 
his creed. The subject of the interview 1s 
the influence the Roman Catholic churen 
has exerted upon the development of Amer- 
jean democracy. That this influence has 
been potent is patent even to the casual 
observer of our society. From the earliest 
times the Catholic has borne his share of 
the burdens of our existence. He has par- 
ticipated in the discovery, exploration, and 
settlement of the country, in its struggie 
for independence, in its defense from for- 
eign invasion, in carrying its arms to me- 
tory abroad, in preserving the anion from 
disruption, and in the enforcement of the 
fundamental rights of man of which our 
federal constitution is the expression. He, 
in common with his Protestant brethren, 
ig keenly alive to the economic evils which 
menace the prosperity and continued 
growth of our republic; and with them he 
is zealously laboring to stamp out these 
evils, to bring about a condition of lega 
protection for life and property which wil 
make for the welfare of the whole peopie 

Religion is essential to the existence of 
a state and, above all, to a state based upon 
the idea that all men are created equal.” 
National morality is impossible without 
obedience to the laws of God. “ Of all the 
dispositions and habits which lead to po 
litical prosperity,” Cardinal Gibbons quotes 
George Washington as saying, “ religion 
and morality are indispensable supports. 
. . +» And let us with caution indulge in 
the supposition that morality can be main- 
tained without religion.“ De Tocqueville 
used this language: How is it possible 
that societies should escape destruction if 
the moral tie be not strengthened m pro- 
portion as the political tie is relaxed? And 
what can be done with a people who are 
their own masters if they be not submissiv 
to the Deity?’ Cardinal Gibbons e, 
tiously gives as the reason for the growth 
and power of the United States “the moral 
fiber and religious aspirations of the aver- 
age American citizen.” He adds: 

“It is a common belief that binds a peo- 
ple together. A belief in God; a belief, 
tounded upon religious principles, in them- 
: gelves,” . 
Throughout the interview with the card- 
inal there breathes the spirit of broad tol- 
eration which is as refreshing as it is m- 
spiring. The gospel cannot be spread by 
slander,” he exclaims, “nor propagated 
through the fomentation of religious strife.” 
And strong patriot as he is, he disposes in 
. forceful terms of the idea that a good Cath 
olic cannot be a loyal citizen because of 
his religion. 

“American history,” he says, “ estab- 
lishes the patriotism of the American Cath- 
olic. To him there is nothing incompatible 
in the love of his religion and in the love 
of his country. The one is the stronger be- 
cause of the other.” 

Cardinal Gibbons is profoundly im- 
pressed with the value of the principle of 
the separation of church and state. It is 
evident he would not have his country un- 
dergo experiences similar to those which 
have left a red scar upon European history. 

“There is one feature [of the constitu- 
tion],” remarks the cardinal, “ especially, 
any change in which he [the American 
Catholic] would oppose with all his 
strength, and in this attitude he would have 
the determined support of the American 
clergy. I refer to the provisions respecting 
freedom of religious worship.” 

The cosmopolitan chamgcter of the Amer 
ican people requires diverse religious in- 
stitutions. That this is fully recognized 
even by a Protestant journal like The Out- 
look is shown by the emphatic commenda- 
tion of the cardinal’s views it gives in tne 
closing paragraph of an editorial as follows: 

“Such a church is not to be met witn 
a mere spirit of tolerance by those who uo 
not accept its dogmas, share its worship, 
or acknowledge the authority of its head. 
It is to be cordially welcomed because it 
ministers to the higher life of its own mem- 
bers, but also because it is promoting the 
moral and the social welfare of the entire 
community.” 

In this sentiment there will be universal 
agreement. 


MATHEMATICS ONCE MORE. 

And now it seems that the theory voiced 
by the new president of Wellesley touching 
the value of the study of mathematics as 
general mental discipline and a tonic for 
the imagination is old fashioned and soon 
to be consigned to the attic chambers of 
memory. 

Mr. George E. Dawson, in the Popular 
Science Monthly, already has assaulted the 
“ classics,” declaring that their study in- 
volves a “ hypertrophy of the intellect ” and 
may result in a wasting of tissues ana lo- 
gous to that which takes place in the case 
of overtrained athletes. 

We spépect this view will meet the en- 
thusiastic approval of Young America, and 
many, especially the girls, will approve Mr. 
Dawson’s distrust of the mathematics doc- 
trine also. 

Mr. Dawson explains, in an interesting 
letter to the Springfield Republican, that

“all these special processes of mind that 
mathematics is supposed to promote in a a 


cipline. Mathematics, then, employs the 
mental images derived from certain forms 
of experience. These are in general images 
‘of number, form, the various mathemat- 
ical symbols, and the conceptual relations 
growing out. of number and form.

images that mathematics employs are con- 
trolled by localized areas of the brain?” 
Therefore Mr. Dawson is of the opinion 
that “ neurology and experimental psychol- 
‘ogy are in a fair way to prove conclusively, 
if they have not already done so, that 
mathematics trains the mind for mathemat- 
ical functions alone, except in so far as 
other mental functions may have funda- 
mentally similar elements. That is to say, 
a man may learn to reason closely, think 
logically, imagine powerfully, and have in- 
tellectual fiber as a eitizen wherever math- 
ematics is involved, without necessarily 
being conspicuous in those virtpes where 
other kinds of experience are in question.” 
We have noticed the highly localized tal- 
ent of some citizens where mathematics 
‘was involved, especially mathematics with 
the dollar sign prefixed. :

ORD RIBBLESDALE, former master 
of the royal hunt, and who lost his 
wife, a sister of Mrs. Asquith, better 
half of the British premier, only a 
few months ago, is about to wed again, 

his bride being Miss Esme Arkwright, daugh- 
ter of the now widowed Mrs. George WII- 
Ham Augustus Fitzgeorge. 

The latter figured conspicuously in the 
American press a year or s0 ago, during her 
prolonged residence in this country, as 
Lady Fitzgeorge, under which designa- 
ton, to which she was not entitled, she gave 
all sorts of newspaper interviews, wherein 
she developed her ideas on American and 
English society, and on the British royal 
family, to which she wag related, even 
touching upon political questions. She 
actually went so far as to announce the fes- 
tivities which she intended to give in New 
York for her daughters by her second mar- 
riage, who had been brought up by her sec- 
ond husband’s relatives and have been 
launched by them in English society. 

Mrs. Fitzgeorge is a Baring by birth, 
daughter of the late William Baring, M. P.. 
of Norman Court, Hampshire, and a great- 
granddaughter of Sir Francis Baring, the 
first baronet. She is therefore a cousin of 
Lord Revelstoke, Lord Cromer, Lord North- 
brook, Lord Ashburton, of Sir Godfrey Bar- 
ing, and of the Hon. Cecil Baring, who is now 
visiting the relatives of his American wife, 
who was Miss Maude Lorillard of Tuxedo. 
N. T. Mrs. Fitzgeorge’s first husband was 
Capt. Frank W. Arkwright of the Cold- 
stream guards, and his marriage to her was 
sundered by the divorce court, after the 
birth of a daughter, Esme Arkwright, who 
has been brought up by her father and his 
kinsfolk. ' 

— 

The ex-Mrs. Arkwright thereupon became 
the wife of the late Col. George William 
Augustus Fitzgeorge, the eldest of the three 
sons of Prince George of England, Duke of 
Cambridge, by the latter’s ecclesiastical but 
legally invalid marriage of Jan. 8, 1847, in the 
Church of St. John at Clerkenwell to the 
popular Irish actress, Miss Farebrother. 
the name of the royal bridegroom appearing 
on the parigh register as George Frederick 
Cambridge of St. Paul, Deptford.“ 

Tht duke’s bride was known after this 
marriage, which of course was never official- 
ly recognized, as Mrs. Fitsgeorge,“ and did 
not share her husband's residence on Park 
Lane and Piccadilly, known as Gloucester 
house, but lived in a house of her own near 
by, where her children were brought up. 
Mrs. Fitzgeorge never appeared at any ofthe 
dinners or entertainments that he gave at 
Gloucester house, was never received at 
court, and remained wholly in the back- 
ground.

Of the three sons of this union Col. George 
Fitzgeorge was, as mentioned, the eldest. 
He was singularly unfortunate in all that he 
undertook, iritated his father and his royal 
relatives by his marriage to a divorcée. got 
into one financial scrape after another, en- 
tafling his compulsory retirement from the 
army, the expenditure of no end of money 
by his father, afd not merely one. but several 
appearances in the court of bankruptcy. 

At the state funeral of the old duke, in 
Westminster Abbey, at which King Edward 
was the chief mourner, Col. George Fitz- 
george. although alive at the time, was 
relegated to the background, and allowed no 
place in the procession. in which his two 
younger brothers, Admiral Sir Adolphus 
‘Fitzgeorge, and Col. Sir Augustus Fitz- 
george, figured, not as the sons. but as the 
equerries and principal aids-de-camp of 
their father. Moreover, they each of them 
received the Star and Knighthood of the 
Victorian Order, with the prefix of “Sir” 
to their Christian names, on that occasioh, in 
recognition of their services to their father 
as members of his royal household ; whereas, 
their elder brother, Col. George Fitzgeorge, 
received no such token of the sovereign's 
favor and recognition.

Col. George Fitzgeorge died about five years 
ago in Switzerland, leaving his wife and his 
children badly off. for even to the end of his 
days he always seemed to be Imbued with the 
belief that he could restore his shattered 
fortunes by embarking in the most foolish 
and wildcat enterprises. It was then that 
Rear Admiral Sir Adolphus and Lady Fitz- 
george undertook the charge of the widowed 
Mrs. Fitzgeorge’s two daughters and of her 
son by her second marriage, the boy being 
now a junior lieutenant of the royal navy. 

Lord Ribblesdale, who is about to become 
Mrs. Fitzgeorge’s son-in-law. has always 
looked upon politics rather as a joke, and 
while professing Liberalism, even Radical- 
lam, and although defending in the house of 
lords the budget of Lloyd-George, after- 
wards spoiled the whole effect of that de- 
fense by alluding to the chancellor of the 
exchequer as half pantaloon and half high- 
wayman.”

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SCHOOL VENTILATION IMPROVE- 


MENT. 

FEW weeks ago we wrote advising 

that the temperature of schoolrooms 

be kept below 68 degrees, that the 

rooms be blown out at recess by rais- 
ing the windows, and that the hu- 
midity of the schoolrooms should be raised 
to 50 degrees or over. 

To this a school janitor replied, saying 
that the Chicago system was a perfect sys 
tem, or about that, that the windows should 
not be raised, that dry air was better than 
moist air, and that the trouble was with the 
school teachers. 

The object of this article is to tell why the 
system is wrong, to show how it is wrong, 
to, suggest certain things which can be done 
to improve the present very faulty ventila- 
tion of the public schools, and to suggest 
what should be done with schools to be built 
in future. We shall discuss nothing but 
ventilation. Some time we shall write some 
suggestion as to the faults in ventilation in 
country schools and how they may be rem- 
edied. = 

This article applies to town and city 
schools located north of an east and west 
line through Memphis, Tenn., and extend- 
ing as far west as, say, Phoenix, Ariz. The 
illustrations of faulty principles and meth- 
ods are drawn from the installations in Chi- 


cago,

The Chicago ventilation commission has 
indorsed the following propositions: 

1. In a mixture of air containing carbonie 
acid, this gas does not settle out and rest 
near the floor. 

2. The dilution method of ventilation is 
ineffective and uneconomical. 

3. The putting of a given volume of air 
into a room does not necessarily constitute 
ventilation. 

4. Ventilation is better done by air cur- 
rents than by dilution. 


Any one acquainted with the present | 


methods of ventilation knows that the theo- 
ries of the ventilation system now employed 
are the direct opposite of these conclusions. 
It would be strange if the practice founded 


| on wrong pridciples should be right. There- 


fore, we are prepared to find the practice 
faulty. The principle faults of the Chicago 
practice are the following: 


1. The temperature is not properly con- 


trolled; is not properly observed; is not prop- 
erly taken; is generally too high. s 

2. The humidity is not properly observed; 
is generally too low. 

8. The air in the room is too still. 

4. The inside walls are too hot, the out- 
side walls and windows are too cold. 

5. The air as introduced in the room is 
too hot. 

6. There is no provision for blowing out 
the room by putting the windows up. 


—~- 

Discussing these points in order: 

1. Pfltigge has demonstrated that high 
temperature is the most harmful agent in 
air which is harmful. It is now quite well 
accepted that, in watching ventilation, the 
main thing to watch fs the temperature. 
The schoolrooms have a temperature which, 
theoretically, is fixed at 72 degrees. But 
where is the thermometer placed? The out- 
side wails are many degrees colder than the 
inside; the places near the hot air intakes 


are much hotter than any other place in the 


room; the temperature varies in the different 
levels above the floor. 

Does the thermometer show the average 
temperature of the room or the temperature 
of some point lower or higher than the aver- 
age? The theoretical temperature is four 
degrees too high. 

Suggested remedy: 

(a) Set the official temperature at 68 
degrees. 

(b) Furnish every room with a ther- 
mometer which can be moved to differ- 
ent parts of the room, that an average 
may be struck. 

(e) Have the children or a child make 
an hourly record of the temperature in 
the room. 

~~ 

2. Air more than 70 per cent saturated 
with moisture is very oppressive when .t 
is hot and very chilling when it is cold. Air 
less than 50 per cent saturated with 
moisture dries the skin, nose, throat, and 
bronchial tubes, and causes infection when 
the air contains dust and bacteria. 

The humidity of the inside air should be 
within twenty points of that of the outside 
air or harmresults. Keep this point clearly 
in mind. If the outside air is at 32 degrees 
F., and the percentage of saturation with 
moisture is 100, if this air be heated to 132 
degrees and no water added to it or taken 
from it, it will be about 3 per cent saturated 
with moisture. Such air dries up the tis- 
sues. 

Says MacFie: “The living matter of 
the body contains about 80 per cent of water, 
and, on the water in its composition, its 
vital activity depends. Abstract the water 
and dry up the tissue, and its vitality is ar- 
rested or destroyed. In man, the loss of 
about 10 per cent of his body water means 
death.”

The present plan takes in ordinary out- 
side air and dries it by heat. No moisture 
is added. To make it healthy moisture 
should be added almost in proportion as heat 
is added—say as 4 is to 5. No observations 
on room humidity are made. 

Suggestions: . 

Wet steam should be turned into the 
heating chambers. 

Every room should be equipped with 
a hygrometer. 

The children, or a child, should make 
an hourly record of the humidity. 

8. Leonard Hill bas proved that air can- 
not be healthy unless it is moving with a 
good deal of velocity. As it strikes the body 
it must have force enough to blow the foul 
airaway. It must clean the breathing zone, 
the air around the head. It must clean the 
air around the body, under the clothes— 
Sedgwick’s “ aerial envelope.” 

Still air is deadly. The present method 
aims to give the air a morgue-like stillness, 
The hot air, frequently around 130 degrees, 
is introduced about eight feet above the 
floor. Theoretically, the air blows across 
the room next the ceiling, diffuses to the 
floor, and gently leaves by an exit near the 
floor line. The object is to do away with 
air currents. 

Suggestion: 

Equip the schoolrooms with electric 
fans to run during the winter. Fans 
are a source of comfort during the sum- 
mer; they are a source of health during 
the winter.

She in 
her turn sold it to the Berlin dealer for 
20,000 marks, and he demanded and received 
from the recent English purchaser the large 
sum of 30,000 marks, or $7,500

HAT all the fine roads and the beautiful 

scenery are not located in the east 

was the discovery made by the seventy 

local motoriste who took part in the 

fifth annual reliability run ot the Chi- 
cago Motor club which was completed in this 
city last Friday afternoon after the twenty- 
two cars had swung through five states, Hu- 
nols, Indiana, Kentucky Ohio, and Michigan 
and had covered 1,850 miles. The consensus of 
opinion is that not even the famous Berk- 
shires can offer greater attractions from the 
motorists’ viewpoint than the itinerary of 
the five state tour. 

Predictions are made that this journey of 
discovery has established a middle wert tour- 
ing route that will attract hundreds of motor- 
ists during the summer of 1912, men who 
heretofore have thought it necessary to go 
to the Berkshires and other eastern points 
in order to reach good touring territory. 
Now, say the tourists in the late run, this is 
unnecessary, for right at the door of Chi- 
eago are roads and scenery that are well 
worth the trip“ and only e day or so away. 

The strong point about this route is that it 


was so well arranged by John P. Dods, chatr- . 


man of the runs and tours committee of the 
Motor club, that tourists were able to stop 
in some big city each night, while the mid- 
day stop can be made in cities where the ac- 
commodations are first class. For instance, 
the first day’s run on this tour is to Indlan- 
apolis, which is 224 miles away; the second 
jump to Louisville, 178.5 miles; the third day 
to Cincinnati, 200.8 miles; the fourth to 
Columbus, O., 171.7 miles; the fifth to De- 
trolt, 189.5 miles; the sixth to Grand Rapids, 
Mich., 150 miles, and then home on the 
seventh day, 217 miles. ae

Chicago Art Student 
Designs Library Doors. 


The bronze doors of the new library at 
Wellesley college are the work of an Ameri- 
can woman whose training was entirely ia 
Chicago at the Art institute. 

Evelyn Beatrice Longman has many 
friends throughout thé country who have 
watched her progress with interest, but it 
was in Ohicago that her work first attracted 
attention. Her bronze figure of Victory ” 
is one of the treasures of the Union League 
club, and many examples of her earlier 
efforte are ti be found in Chicago. Two years 
ago she was made an honorary member of 
the National academy, a distinction shared 
by only one other woman, Mrs. Beasie Potter 
Vonneb. About the same time she was 
awarded a $30,000 contract for designing the 
bronze entrance doors of the memoria] chapel 
at Annapolis, the gift of Col. Robert Means 
Thompson in memory. of the class of 1868. 
At least forty other artists sought this con- 
tract, and their designs were submitted to a 
jury of critics, who unhesitatingly selected 
Miss Longman's as the best. A bust of Col, 
Thompson made by her la to be found at Ann- 
apolis. : 

Th. Wellesley doors are the gift of the clase 
of 1888, and are in memory of the late Prof 
Eben Norton Horsford.

HAT which little drops of water and 

tiny grains of sand have done for the 

ocean and the bounteous land, the tiny 

commissions of the newsboys are doing 

for them in the way of neat fortunes. 
Don't pity the poor newsboy of today, espe. 
ally if you find him men size and leather 
voiced at a street corner stand in the down- 
town section. Don’t pity him; he may be 
making more than you. 

In such a city as Chicago the downtown 
paper venders make an average of $38 net 
profit a day. Each newsboy has his own cor- 
ner. No deed passes for this property, but 
hie right is respected by papers and public 
alike. No other newsboy would dare en- 
croach. The corner must be bought from ite 
rightful owner before any one else can sel! 
papers there. The quitclaim price for severa 
of the best corners is said to be cloge to $1,000 
each. 

The day of the ragged newsboy has gone. In 
the downtown district the grown up newsboys 
have the corners. The few small boys seen 
are working on commission or on wages for 
these corner magnates. Outside the business 
center there are similar stands on the bust 
ness corners, usually street car transfe1 
points. Outside of these and the cigar store, 
confectionery, magazine, and news shop man. 
the papers are nearly all delivered by officia! 
carmers. The newspapers authorize an agent 
in each district and then sell him the papers 
wholesale at a price that gives him a business 
profit in delivering these at 55 cents a week 
The official carrier employs small boys to do 
the work.

About the Delivery Boy. 

The small boy who delivers your paper in 
the morning usually works from about 8 
o'clock till 6:80, never later than 7 o'clock. 
The evening paper boys report at 8:30 and 
work one hour. The pay ranges from $1.25 to 
$2.50 a week, acoérding to the number of 
papers delivered on the route. The boys all 
Ne at home and close to the neighborhood of 
the deliveries. The city is divided into fifty 
official carrier districts. These vary in size. 
The carriers in the largest districts have 
offices, stenographers, and clerks. In the 
smaller districts the carrier does his own 
work. 

A sample district is that which includes 
Rogers Park, Highland Park, and a portion of 


Worth of Plants 


as Workers. 
By IRWIN ELLIS. 


OME interesting statiaticg have been 
gathered by Prof. Strakosch of Vienna 
as the result of his exhaustive study 
of plants from a new point of view. 
Taking those species which are of 

economic importance—that is to say, the veg- 
etables, cereals, etc., which are of value to 
the human race—Strakosch has assembled 
them, so to speak, in his agricultural labora- 
tory and determined with definite accuracy 
their efficiency as workers for man. 

In other words he has considered them as 
if they were so many workers of the farm, 
ascertaining by a series of painstaking ex- 
periments just how much each one costs for 
its keep, and how much it produces. The ob- 
ject in each case has been to find out how 
much in value it takes from the soil in order 
to accomplish the result. This learned, it 
is easy enough to strike a balance, and to 
determine the amount of clear profit. 

‘All wealth comes originally from the soil. 
The so-called economic plants are the work- 
ers that create wealth for the human race. 
By their efforts we are fed and supported. 
It is of obvious importance, therefore, that 
we should know which of them are the most 
efficient and capable, producing the largest 
output, in terms of value, for the least ex- 
penditure. 

It appears from Strakosch’s figures that 
the most efficient of all economic plants is the 
Jerusalem artichoke. This justly valued veg- 
Stable produces, on an acre of good | 
about 7,127 pounde of starch and other A- 
gestible substances. It takes from the soll, 
incidentally, $26 worth of material. But the 
difference between consumption and produo- 
tion. in terms of value, is $116. 

One might imagine that the potato would 
be away up at the head of the list, but it is 
not so. The beet comes next, with an output 
of 6,384 pounds of digestible substances te 
the acre, taking $41 worth of material out 
of the soll, and yielding a clear balance of 
$112. Third in order is corn, which produces 
4.562 pounds of digestible substances, con- 
suming $17 worth of material, and giving a 
balance on the credit side of $108 for the 
acre. 

These, then, are the three most efficient 
economic plants—the best workers for man. 
The potato is fourth on the list. Taking 64 
worth of material out of the soll for each 
acre planted, it yields 4.449 pounds of digest- 
ible substances (nearly all starch), and shows 
a balance of N on the credit side. Rice gives 
2.254 pounds, taking $5 worth from the land, 
and allows a balance of $46. 

Peas produce 1,864 pounds, drawing on the 
bank to the extent of $2, and give the farmer 
a clear $40 to che acre. Carrots yield 4,196 
pounds, with an expenditure of $17 werth of 
plant food, and show a margin of $61 to the 
good. Rye affords an output of 1,824 pounds 
of nutrients at a cost of $10 to the soll and 
furnishes a profit of $26. A crop of crimson 
clover withdraws from the land hardly more 
than one-tw of the quantity of valu- 
able material Consumed by timothy. 

The greatest of all starch producers is the 
Jerusalem which In this respect is 
away ahead of the poteto. For each acre of 
land it yields a greater quantity of nutrients 
than the potate by considerably more than 
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Evanston. Jed Lake Jewel le the official d 
tributer for this district. He controls prac 
tically all the news delivery business of the

Oct. 9 Jewel com); ed the 
purchase of a ten room house at 1562 Lunt 
avenue, which had been the home of one of 
his earliest subscribers and which he will oc- 
cupy as a residence, During his eight years 
tm business he is said to have cleared $20,000. 

P. T. Hummelgaard, also a Northwestern 
university graduate, earned his college ex- 
penses by managing delivery routes for 
Jewel, for whom hé has worked ten years. He 
was lately appointed manager of the South 
Dvanston News company. 

One of the popular methods of paying one’s 
way through college is to conduct an inde 
pendent route. The student's room e his of- 
floe, and whén he leaves college he sells the 
route at the rate of a dollar a customer. A 
Northwestern university student at present 
has a route which is said to net him $75 a 
month, 

Two of the most successful Chicago news- 
boys are Thomas Tagney and William Hud- 
son. They began their busines careers sell- 
ing papers on the streets. They now have 
property and business interests reported by 
their friends to be worth $100.000. This was

For 
a year and a half he was in the hospital, but 
his earnings have been sufficient, he saya, to 
make him a good living and to pay his hos-.

| Plans for Making a Bicycle Alarm. 
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SECTIONAL TOP VIEW 
By JACK KNEIFF. 


E was a time when a mere bell was 
alarm enough for a bicycle, and at its 
found the road would clear instantly. 
but nowadays when there are so many 

; motors and motorcycles with their 
_booters and sirens and horns it takes some- 
thing unusual in the line of noises to make 
any one pay attention to a bicycle, 

Nearly all the boye have worked the old. 
noise trick of a resined string and a tin can. 
The can may be any kind and in the center 
of the bottom we used to punch a nail hole 
and fit a string through the hole, keeping it 
from slipping clear through by tying a nai! 
or button on the inside. 

Then getting some resin we rubbed the 

string with this. 
The bicycle alarm works on the same prin- 
ciple, but instead of the string running 
through the hand and working the noise 
maker by its friction, there is a friction wheel 
that is rotated by the bicycle which the string 
passes around. as at F, and when the string 
ie pulled tight so as to rub against this as it 
turns the bottom of the can—which in this 
ease is an empty blacking box—is vibrated 
by the string in the same way as when the 
hand ts used. 

There is little machinery to the alarm anc 
but little work. In the first place there is 
the biacking box. B, with a hole in the cover 
Into which is fitted a funnel or horn, H. as 
shown. To the bottom of the box are 
Tastened two support sticks or end pieces. E. 
bout an inch long. nailed to the box as near 
the ‘rim as possible, and at the other end

When he pulls with his thumb the string 
Will be tightened to the pulley P and begin to 
pull on the box bottom. It this pull were 
constant there would be no ‘noise produced, 
but with the string and pulley P well smearea 
with revin the string will alternately take 
hold and then let go. thus setting up vibra- 
tion in the thin tin bottom (b) of the biack- 
ing box. thus vibrating the air and 
the noise.

How Alarm Is Made. : 

The way the alarm is fixed on to the ma- 
chine “ts easily seen from the drawings, 
though with different bicycies different ways

Fork Support Better Scheme. 

A support arranged from the fork will be 
better for most machines than the one <hown 
in the sketches. The stick might even de 
fastened by cord to one fork on one tide, just 
o the wheel W comes in the right piace and 
bears down on the tire. 

Into the board. D, just back of the wheel. 
P. drive a staple, as shown, so that the string 
coming from the center of the box bottom 
will run through this and up to the handle 
bars. This is shown in the small annexed 
sketch.

First Position Easily Secured. 

I found my first and only position in Chi- 
cago so eas yto secure that I would like to 
tell my experience, in the hope that it may 
be a suggestion to some other country girl 


looking for a position as stenographer in 
the city. 


Having had several years’ experience as a | 


stenographer, I enrolled in a shorthand schoo! 
teaching the system I used, and left an ap- 
plication with the employment department 
of the school for the kind of a position I 
wished, stating the kind of work preferred 
and the salary, in case of a call for a stenog- 
rapher for a position of that kind. 

I took a two weeks’ review in shorthand, 
meanwhile practicing on all the different 
typewriters in the school, in erder to be fa- 
miliar With any and all, and was starting in 
on my third week, taking up speed practice, 
when I received the offer of a position such 
as I wanted, over the telephone one morn- 
ing, went to work that afternoon, and have 
been there for over g year. 

This may be an unusual experience, but I 
hope it is not. One can secure a few weeks’ 
review course at any of the best schools 
at a reasonable cost, where the manage- 
ment is able to place a capable stenographer 
in the best positions in the city. 

When I took a position with an automobile 
concern as stenographer in the parts depart- 
ment, where I did not know one part of an 
automobile from another, I found my dicta- 
tion unusually difficult. 

I tried out a plan which proved successful, 
In writing up my notes each day 1 drew a 
circle around the new and unfamiliar words, 
Then in my spare minutes at the office and in 
the evenings at home for a few weeks I 
studied these words, making a list of them, 
and writing them over and over, first in long 
hand and then in shorthand. Then I took up 
the different phrases, of which there are so 
many in the automobile business, such as 
„ differential case half, “connecting rod 
bearing, etc., and made a list of the phrases 
most commonly used in my dictation, and in 
a few weeks’ time was able to take dictation 
quickly and intelligently.

Experience of Ad Solicitor. 

A pleasant experience in my life as an ad- 
vertising solicitor happend several days 
ago when I walked out of the manager's of- 
fice of one of the best known automobile 
firms in the city with a signed season con- 
tract. It was the beginning of my third 
season and I had landed some corking good 
dusiness, but here was one of my old patrons 
who had tried out the medium for two years 
telling me thet in his opinion it had not paid 
and the appropriation he had set aside for 
his winter advertisements did not include 
my publication. He was polite but 80 posi- 
tive that I felt there wesn’t even a shadow 
of a chance, and yet how could I afford to 
lose .it? 

Well, Lgot the contract. and did It by thank- 
ing him for last year’s business, saying that 
he (without doubt was in position to under- 
stand what lines of advertisement paid best 
in his business. but that, of course. re- 
gretted he looked at our publication from 
that point of view. I told him that I bad 
called upon him early as possible to give him 
the first opportunity of using the back page 
to show our appreciation of his former 
patronage. He came back at me saying, 
Hon much did you say you were going 
to ask for that back page this year?”’ I 
stated the amount and in less than ten 


minutes he had signed the contract, I had ’ 


thanked him and was hurrying on my way to 
the ‘office: to hand it in. 

Now, he knew that in reality the back 
page was no better position than he had 
last year, but the little subtle flattery worked. 
And yet the most flagrant mistake nearly 
all young women make who try tosell adver- 


tising is thinking they can “jolly” their 


customers intogiving them the business; they 
may do it once, but they lose the next time. 
Personality ‘is an important factor with the 
successful advertising solicitor, but a nifty 
costume and good looks never made a so- 
licitor-that could stick. I have watched the 
failure of a goodly number of young women 
in thé last seven years and nine cases out 
of ten that ig the reason. One young woman 
who secured a month’s ‘advertising from onr 
of our leading banks said the man who pico 
the advertising would only give her a for 
weeks’ contract so she would have to come 
back each month to have it renewed, giv- 
ing him an opportunity to see her. At the 
end of that month he hed ecided he did 
mot care to continue the advertisement, as it 
ie invariably the case when an advertisement 
is sold because the solicitor is rather good 
looking and makes that the issue instead of 
the value of the medium.

But ex- 
perience is the best teacher, and in this in- 
stance it taught me what I consider one of 
the great lessons of my life. 

My Jonah day arrived, as it surely will 
with every girl who doesn't éave. I lost my 
good position through the failure of the firm, 
and for the first time In life knew and felt 
the interpretation of the word“ poverty.“ 


Il was an orphan without even pelatives that 


I knew of, and therefore ‘boarded and 
roomed.’ I was under the impression that 
{ bad quite a stand-in ’’ with the landlady, 
and in this sentiment did not delude myself 
while I spent my money on her and presented 
her with a pound or two of cholocates every 
pay day. 

I can well remember how she would stand 
on the porch, with her big. broad hands on 
her hips, her hair all frizzed, and in a clean 
starched apron, and greet me with such a 
sweet smile, and I was such a dear girl =

Well, my hard luck story, on losing my posi- 
tion, changed her attitude immediately.

The kind landlady allowed me to remain 
under her roof just three deys longer, when 
she cleared me out bag and baggage.

I am gure I 
shall never forget the terrible fear and dread 
within me as darkness came upon me the first 
night in my life that I was penniless, home- 
less, and without even a bed; and the bumil- 
latlon and timidity with which I approached 
the matron of the county home and asked for 
lodging.

Such was a little experience in one girl's 
life, but it wasn’t without a moral, and was 
certainly the best and most valuable experi- 
ence I ever had, for it taught me the value 
of a dollar saved.

This young man was a pioneer merchant. He 
had enough acumen to perceive a business op- 
portunity where other clerks saw merely 
barrenness. He had initiative, courage, and 
enough self-reliance to build according to his 
View, on hig chosen site. 

His Stationery store in one of Chicago's 
suburbs is a notable achievement in con- 
structive merchandising. Selecting his field 
this young man acted in remembrance of the 
Principle that everybody's business is 
likely to be neglected by every one engaged 
in it. And stationery, books, and magazines 
ig everybody's commodity. Department 
stores and notion stores devoted space to 
them, the drug stores kept them in stock. and 
all sorts of general stores and shops bought 
them. Everybody bought the merchandise 
peculiar to the stationery business and used 
it, but this young retail pathfinder believed 
there was yet a field left unexplored.

Chance Spotted in Suburbs. 

In this indifference of users and universal 
competition he went into the suburbs and 
Spotted his business chance. He believed that 
if the buying public could be made to appre- 
clate a high grade stationery and book store 
in @ residence district, and could be con- 
vinced that it would receive the tnings asked 
for, a business could be bull: up in spite of 
competition whose weakness lay in its ap- 
parent strength. 

in the face of warnings from business 
friends, he opened his stationery store, fea- 
turing the lines handied by the high class 
downtown stores. He was told he could not 
possibly compete with the downtown estab- 
lishments, which advertised two or three 
times a year stationery and other lines he 
carried at figures below actual cost in order 
to attract snoppers and feed the other 
departments where prices were not cut. It 
was further pointed out that the people in the 
neighborhood where the store was located 
made regular trips to the d@wntown shop- 
ping districts, and that, with the induce- 
ments offered by the big stores, nothing could 
induce them to trade at a little suburban 
shop. 

The young man, however, had concentrat- 
ed hig thought and attention on the sta- 


tionery business. In a word, he had worked 


out plans in which he thoroughly believed. 

Installed in his new store, he began to play 
the game with all the intensity of a man who 
enjoys it. But he did not play beyond his 
capacity or. capital. 
in any new and specialized business; that 
the buying public is fickle, and is largely 
influenced by moods, until it acquirés the 
habit of trading at a certain store. The 
habit of buying at a suburban stationery 
store was particularly hard to cultivate, but 
it had to be started before success would 
come. To insure a regular trade the young 
merchant had to educate the suburbanites to 
realize that he was a specialist in his busi- 
ness and could sell the highest quality of 
merchandise at the right prices; that he would 
stand back of a guarantee to refund money 
if any purchase was not satisfactory.

Results of Advanced Methods. 

At the time the store was opened there was 
barely enough stock to fill half the little 
storeroom. In eight months’ time he was 
compelled to seek a. larger storeroom, and 
every few months he has to rearrange and 
enlarge his stock. 

This is because his methods of selling are 
out of the ordinary. As a suburban me- 


,ehant he has the opportunity of showing a 


persönal interest in every customer, display- 


ting and describing the goods fully, endeavor- 
ing to supply the goods best suited to a cus- 
tomer's actual needs. 

This young man says that his experience 
has been that the advertising of the down- 
town stores helps his business. In no way 
has he found that the big special sales are 
injurious to a high grade suburban store. He 
watches‘*the advertising of the big stores and 
is guided in his selling by these offers. Be- 
cause of his low rent and small expenses he 
is able to undersell on nearly everything 
offered by the stores in the high rent district. 
At any rate, he can meet their prices and have 
the advantage of giving personal service. The 
success of this young merchant proves that 
the big store aids rather than interferes with 
the small suburban store. It gives a good 
competitive element to balance against and 
ettract attention. 

The.clerk who had the courage to strike out 
for himself owes his success to his ability 
to recognize the human element in every 
customer and give personal attention to his 
wants. In this one particular he profited by 
this failing in the larger stores. 

The first rule this young merchant adopted 
and followed scrupulously was to tell the 
truth about the goods he sold. Naturally he 
had little trouble in winning the confidence of 
the people who visited his store. This, 
coupled with his willingness to »ccommodate 
and satisfy every customer, and the busi- 
ness rule to keep his stock complete at all 
times, enabled the store in a limited field to 
hold out against the power of the depart- 


ment stores.

= pliEN the average reader of the news- 

paper runs across the advertise- 

ment, “ John H. Jones Co.; Dealers 

in Stocks and Bonds.

Clates the business of the company with “ the 
Wall street gang.“ 

Being only an average reader, he isn’t 
‘ikely to take kindly to the idea of Wait 
street associations. He may have had 610. 
(OO in a savings bank for ten years at 3 per 
cent interest—satisfied to keep it there for 
another ten years in spite of the fact that 
the John H. Jones company is advertising 
bonds of public service corpo,ations which 
are guaranteeing 5 per cent on a basis of 
par. The fact is that the uninformed genera! 
reader looks to New York and Chice go stock 
exchange quotations from day to day as in- 
dicating just what certain bonds of certain 
public service corporations are worth, while 
a5 4 matter of fact the values of hundreds of 
bond issues in no sense are determined by 
Wall street—these bonds may never have 
been listed on the exchanges. 

It is overlooked by many people that there 
are public service corporations which wil! 
not have their bonds listed on the market 
if they can ‘help it. The writer had experi- 
ence in such a case a few months ago. An 
old friend came to him from a city of 10,000 
population which had been growing rapidly 
in manufactures. This friend had been at 
the head of a company which had built wa- 
ter works and established a system of elec- 
tric lighting and power several years before. 

But suddenly the demands upon water and 
electrical supply were such that both plants 
bad to be enlarged and at once. The town 
was old and it had its wealthy old timers 
who had been half a century getting rich 
to the extent of $100,000 to §250,000 each. 
None of these wealthy old timers had been 
invited to join the half dozen young men of 
another generation. The two public service 
Plants controlled by the younger set of men 

bad been paying dividends of 16 to 18 per 
cent. To enlarge the two plants only 6128. 000 
war needed—a sum that any one of half a 
dozen men in the town could have raised 
over night. But my friend had passed 
through St. Louis, 100 miles away, and come 
on to Chicago to raise the money on gold 
bonds.

But if the 
investor be investing the money of persons 
dependent upon him and which he cannot 
afford to lose, he should consider only the 
best of mortgage bonds, which may net 
him from 4 per cent, probably to 4% per 
cent per annum. In the main, the advice 
of the conservative decent stockbroker is

I could not help but notice in the flying of 
these two types that the tall of the Bleriot 
seemed to be stiffer and more dependabije 
than that of the Morane, the pilot of the 
latter seeming to have more trouble with the 
action of the rudder and elevators on account 
of the lack of rigidity of the tafl member. 

The workmanship of the Morane is, how- 
ever, above reproach. The Morane looks 
stubbier than the Bleriot also.

Front Edge Trimmed Off. 

One of the striking changes in the Morane 
ever Bleriot practice is the fact of the wing 
tips being rounded off at the ends in front 
instead of behind. The theory is that the 
air in a fiying machine, being of greater 
pressure under the wing than over leaks off 
of the ends of the wings so that the rear 
corners are of no use asa lifting area. Hence 
Bleriot rounds off the rear corners. 

Borel, the designer of the Morane, thinks 
that a greater advantage is gained by trim- 
ming off the front edge, as the wind tends 
to sweep back and out. Also this construc 
tion throws the center of pressure a little to 
the rear. 

The empennage construction on the Morane 
looks almost like a Bleriot from the top, but 
a side view gives a different idea, though 
the theory and relative sizes of the surfaces 
are the same. 

The central tall part is like the Blerjot, as at 
T. and with the elevators, E E, at either 
end of this, movable by the pilot to steer up 
and down. The rudder fits over the tail part 
and is split for this plane to stick through, 
width enough being left so that the frames 
do not hit in turning the rudder. 

Just forward a skid [k] of springy and light 
weight rattan is fitted, shaped, and framed 
up as shown. :

Cabane Behind the Motor 

The wings are bracea below from a central 
pillar, fastened to the fuselage, or frame- 
work under the wings, the bracing members 
being strips of steel ribbon edge on to the 
wind instead of wire as heretofore. This 
lessens the head resistance a bit and gives a 
greater sense of safety to the pilot. 

Above a steel framework called the 
*cabane” is fitted, forward of the pilot and 
gust behind the motor. Wires from this take 
the weight of the wings in landing, they 
being loose when in flight. 

For warping the wings to maintain laters! 
balance the wing spars at the rear are con- 
nected across the top through a pulley on 
the cabane by a wire, so that when one 
wing is pulled down the otber goes up. 
Wires below from the seme spars run 
around a pulley on the bracing frame below, 
so that when the pilot moves his control 
lever above this pulley in rotating pulls down 
one wing or the other.

HOME MADE YEAS) (by request of A. 
J. C.)—Peel and cut into quarters six white 
potatoes and put them into a pot with two 
quarts of cold water and a handful of dried 
hops tied up in a netting or thin cheesecloth 
beg. Bring quickly to a hard boil and cook 
until the potatoes are soft and ready to 
break. Pour through a strainer and return 
hops and water to the pot and rub the pota- 
toes through a colander intoa bowl. Work 
into them at once four tablespoonfuls of 
butter and two of granulated sugar and 
moisten the mixture with the hot hop water, 
equeezing the hop bag to get out all the 
Hquid it contains. Set the mixture aside 
until lukewarm, then add a least cake dis- 
solved in a gill of warm (not hot) water. 
Beat in well and set the mixture in a crock 
in a warm place to ferment. When the bub- 
bles stop rising to the surface of the mixture 
bottle the yeast and wire down the corks. 
Keep the bottlesin a cold place.

WELSH RABBIT (by request of Mrs. 
P. M.)—Melt in a frying pan or chafing dish 
blaser a tablespoonful of butter and pour 
into this a half glass of ale.that has been 
opened and poured out f:r at least ten min- 
utes. When the eile is hot add a generous 
one and one-half pounde of grated Ameri- 
can cheese and stir until it is melted, adding 
a saltspoonful of baking soda, two galt- 
spoonfuls of dry mustarc, salt and paprica 
to taste. Beat hard and cook until like thick 
cream, but not until the cheese forms into 
tough strings. Practice will teach one when 
the proper point is reached. Much of the 
success of the dish depends upon the vigor- 
ous beating the mixture receives. Pour 
immediately upon heated crackers or toast 
and serve.

ANISEED COOKIES (by request of J. 
T. F. 8)—Rub to a cream one-half cupful 
of butter and a cupful of powdered sugar 
and when light stir in the.well beaten yolks 
of three eggs. Add the stiffened whites al- 
ternately with a pound of flour, or enough 
to make a stiff dough, and stir into the flour 
a teaspoonful of aniseed. Roll thin and 
cut into rounds and bake.

JELLY ROLL (by request of A. H.)— 
Weigh four eggs and allow their weight in 
butter, in sugar, and in flour. Cream the 
butter and sugar and deat the yolks light 
and add to the mixture. Beat hard for sev- 
eral minutes. Have ready the flour, which 
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must have been sifted twice with a heap- 
ing teaspoonful of baking powder. Add 
this alternately with the whites of the eggs, 
which must have been beaten to a stiff 
froth. Be sure not to get the batter too 
stiff. Pour into a well greased broad, shal- 
low pan, spreading it fat withaknife. Bake 
in a good oven, and when done invert the 
pan upon a clean dish towel and spread the 
entire sheet quickly with jelly and roll it up 
Before it has a chance to cool and stiffen. 
Wrap the roll in paraffin paper and tie with 
a soft string. When cold it will retain its 
shape.

PICKLED WALNUTS (by request of 
Mrs. C. 8. 8.)—Gather the walnuts when 
they are tender enough to pierce with a 
needle. Press a large needle through them 
in several places, then lay in brine strong 
enough to bear up an egg and leave fora 
week, changing the water for fresh brine 
three times during that period. Drain the 
nuts and lay on platters foraday. Pack in 


jars. Make a spiced vinegar by adding toa 
gallon of strong vinegar one ounce of cloves, 
one ounce of mace, two ounces of pepper 
corns, one ounce of ginger root cut small. 
and one ounce of allspice. (The spices 
should be whole, not powdered.)

LEMON CREAM ICE (submitted by cor- 
respondent)—For one gallon of this dessert 
use seven lemons. Grate the yellow of two 
lemons and roll and squeeze out the juice. 
Roll and squeeze the juice out of the others 
and chip fine the rind of two more. Add 
two and one-half. cups of sugar to the lemon 
mixture and take out all the seeds. Set 
aside for an hour, then turn into the freez- 
er.

Bake in a mod- 
erate oven for one hour. 

“Meanwhile dissolve a teaspoonful of 
powdered gelatin in a little sherry, adding 
a dessertspoonful of Worcestershire sauce. 
Bring to a boil a cupful of soup stock and 
pour over the gelatin. Strain through 4 
fine sieve or through cheesecloth, season to 
taste, and when it is nearly cold pour this 
aspic jelly into the thimble holes of the pas- 
try. Set the pie away until the jelly solidi- 
fies. Eat cold.

Distinctly smart are the knit novelties of- 
fered this season. The shops are showing 
them in more and more vivid colors as the 
cold days approach—empire greens, cerise. 
blue, and in. shades of sulphur and gold. 
Im these decided colors one can get complete 
seta consisting of cap, sweater, scarf, and 
muff. | 

Empire green seems to be especially pop- 
wlar in the knit wear and nearly all sallow 
skinned women, who should avoid this color 
as they would the plague, seem especially 
partial to it. One of the smartest of the knit 
éutfite shown so far this season was in white.

There has never before been shown such 
wonderful bags as are shown this season, and 


I am glad to say that these knit bags, instead 


of having the long cord, as heretofore, have 
a short braided arrangement that resembles 
a bracelet, so that the bag only falle six or 
eight inches below the wrist. 

I have always thought the bags stung 
over the shoulders the epitome of bad taste, 
and it is good to know that the trend is away 
from this ordinary idea. 

This is certainly @ scarf season. The criti- 
cigm has been made that many of the cos- 
tumes shown both for indoor and outdoor 
wear look like a series of winding scarfs, 
but certain it is that every type of toilet 
needs a scarf or stole to complete its effect. 

Most. of the knitted neck pieces as well as 
the fur ones are in scarf shape. Heavy tas- 
sels and fringes finish the ends of most of 
them. The knit muffs, too, like the fur ones, 
are large and flat and look like nothing so 
much as they do large envelopes.

Circumetances often make it necessar / for 
mothers to make even the out of doors 
clothes for their children, although there is 
such a wide range of quality, design, and 
price in the shops as to accommodate almost 
every taste and purse. While it is no smal) 
task to make coats, capes, hoods, caps, and 
leggins, it is by no means an impossible 
one, and there must be a feeling of sati$fac- 
tion when one or more of these articles is 
satisfactorily finished. 

Always buy good materials and make them 
up as accurately and carefully as you would 
your own. In buying the coat pattern, do 
not get too small a size, and remember that 
goods without a nap which has to be ob- 
served takes less cloth than where the up 
and down has to be taken into account. 

Serge or any of the coat materials will 
make up well for school and every day wear, 
and while nothing is pretticr than navy blue 
serge, there are beautiful shaces of brevn, 
green, or cardinal—any of which may be 
becoming to the little daughter. 

Before cutting into the material, hold the 
pieces of the pattern up to the child to see 
if the length and width measures are cor- 
rect, and do not forget the sleeve pattern. 
Then lay the material on a table, leaving it 
folded dewn the center, and lay every piece 
of the pattern on before cutting any out. 
Look closely to see that the pjeces are laid 
on the right grain of the cloth, and to cut 
80 as to avold waste. Cut out, allowing the 
right seams and length at the bottom. 

Buy a good quality of linjng lawn, shrink 
‘thoroughly, and press smooth. Then cut this 
out by the coat pattern also. Mark the 
seams clearly on the lawn, then baste the 
lawn to the wrong side of the corresponding 
pleces of the coat material, and baste to- 
gether, basting the lawn to the material 
one-eighth of an inch inside of the regular 
seam lines. Baste the coat together, bast- 
ing of course on the seam lines, and try on 
the child over as heavy clothes as will be 
worn at any time. 

Never try to do any fitting until the gar- 
ment is pinned or fastened together exact- 
ly as it will be when finished. Often this 
pinning together is not well done, with the 
result that the coat or whatever is being 
made will be surprisingly tight when finished. 

See that the seam lines are perfect, but 
fit the coat so it will be decidedly loose. 
After the seams are stitched and pressed 
open the interlining should be cut, not allow- 
ing seams ny where. Pin one piéce in the 
coat at a time, then hold the coat up and 
look at the outside to see if the interlining 
is making any puckered places. It should 
come to the seam lines of the coat, but should 
not lap. And if it is not put in easily it will 
make the outside pucker. Lightly hem or 
ecatchstitch the edges of each piece down to 
the coat seams, of course, not catching it 
through to the right side anywhere. 

x 

The interlining should escape neck, arm- 
holes, and all edges by one or more inches, 
and where it is cut away hem the inter- 
lining down to the lawn, leaving the stitches 
loose emough not to pull. The next thing 
will be to baste a rather wide strip of the 
finest tallor’s canvas down the front, on the 
wrong side of the fronts. Turn the bottom 
of the coat up, mark the right turning line 
by a basting thread, then set in a narrow 
strip of the canvas cut on a true bias, and 
slightly stretched on the edge which is to be 
at the bottom. 

Set this canvas in so the stretched edge 
comes just to the basting thread and then 
catchstitch the turned up edge of the coat 
to the canvas. 

The coat must be kept well pressed at every 
step and handled so as not to wrinkle or 
stretch % 

The collar is made and put on, the lining 
cut out, allowing a plait down the middie of 
the back, and pinned in place before basting, 
even. It must be loose everywhere on both 
the length and width, unless you would have 
a much puckered outside. After pinning it 
in place hold the coat up, or, better still, 
hang it on a coat hanger and look it over 
closely to see if there are any tight places. 
It is easier to remove pins than baastings, 
and, when it sets as it should everywhere, 
beste and then hem in place. 

* 

The sleeves’ are made, the lining stitched 
together and put in, and the sleeves put in 
the armhole, laying the sleeve lining back out 
of place, then the lining is hemmed down 
over the seam. 

One good design for a school coat seen a 
short time ago was cut in three pieces—a 
plain, straight back and two plain fronts. 
Although there was only a single row of

buttons down the front, {tt was really double 
breasted. The material was dark brown 
ferge, and there was a black satin facing 
to both collar and cuffs. The coat hung loose 
and straight, following closely the straight 
silhouette favored by the grown women's 
coats. 

An unusual feature was the deep armholes, 
for, while the armhole around the top and 
down the back and front followed the usual 
armhole lines, it extended down at the under 
arm. point nearly to the waist line. Instead 
of sewing the sleeves in in the usual seam 
the edge of each armhole was turned back 
toward the wrong side and basted down and 
pressed flat. Then the sleeves were slipped 
in place, basted in and stitched twice from 
the outside. The outside row of stitching 
came just at the turned back edge of the 
coat armhole and the second row three- 
eighths of an inch inside of this. 

The collar across the back was sallor shape 
and im front finished in shaw! shaped revera, 
running off to practically nothing at the ends. 
The sleeves were two pleceones, made larger 
around than the usual coat sleeves. At the 
hand there was rather a deep turned back 
suff, shaping up toa slight point at the out- 
side of the sleeve. Collar and ouffs were 
made of the coat material, but coming out 
from beneath the collar was a narrow draped 
fold of black satin, disappearing at the ends 
of the collar, and a double fold of the satin 
showed around the hand, below the cuff. 
The buttons were wooden molds covered with 
the coat material, and instead of buttonholes 
there were buttonhole loops of the serge.

One pretty coat for a small gir! is cut slight - 
ly fuller at the bottom, is really double breast- 
ed, and starting in the fronts at the seams 
which run from the middle of each shoulder 
ig a deep cape. This cape is made, and 
stitched into the seams just mentioned. This 
gives added warmth across the back, and 
being held in place as it is on the fronts, 
will not fly up about the head 

Fur is being much used for children’s coats 
and a favorite trimming for dressy coats is 
some kind of fur. 

A cadet blue broadclotk trimmed in black 
astrakhan fur is beautiful and quite pos- 
sible for home manufacture.

There were six of them and the 
cords were graduated in length, the bottom 
one being about one inch and a half long, 
while the top one was probably severa! inches 
in length. 

With this handsome coat was worn a fes 
shaped turban of the fur, trimmed with black 
silk cords. Leggings of the broadcloth, hav- 
ing black buttons, finished this attractive 
costume, 


Patterns can be . these little caps 
and turbans and many times there will be 
pieces enough left to make up easily.

Ear Means of Identification. 


The average woman's ear should be two 
and one-half inches long. It should be set 
exactly half-way between the front and 
the back of the head. Its top should be on a 
line with the top of the nose, and the tip of 
its lobe should be on a line with the tip of 
the nose. It must set vertically, without 
slant, and lie flat. 

Another curious thing about ears, which 
the anthropologists have only recently made 
known, is that they cohtinue to grow dur- 
ing. the whole of our lifetime. Fortunately, 
they do not increase in size at a rapid rate 
after maturity ts attained, but they go on 
growing. 

If you will feel your ear near the top 
and just within the down-turned edges you 
may discover, siightly toward the back, a 
small lump or cartilage. This is a remnant 
of the original tip of the ear, over which the 
upper edge is now folded. It 10 called by 
anthropologists the “‘ Darwinian tubercle,” 
and occurs in forty-three out of every hun- 
dred human beings.

Otherwise we could have nardly believed that 
any ear, even one belonging to the conquer- 
ing race of the world, could have been able 
to survive the medical treatment of that

It ts customary for the bride to give a 
luncheon to the bridemaids at her house a 
week before the wedding, but occasionally 
a fashionable café or hotel is selected, and 
instead of a luncheon, if she prefers, she may 
give a dinner and ask both bridemaids and 
ushers.

In town the bride does not provide car- 
riages except for the bridemaids, who meet 
at her house and go from there to the church, 
while the bride herself goes to the church 
with ber father or with her nearest male rela- 
tive who is to give her away.

The organist should begin to 
play about half an hour before the ceremony 
itself, while the church is filling up. 

The third finger of the left hand glove of 
the bride should be ripped its entire length 
so that the ring can easily be slipped upon 
it. Just before the bridal procession starts 
up the aisle the two head ushers stretch 
white satin ribbons, four inches in width, 
from the last pew to the first, and a moment 
before the procession starts from the door 
the groom and the best man come forward 
and stand in front of the altar.

Fall and Winter 


Notwithstanding the talk of wider dress 
skirts for fall and winter. manufacturers 
have refrained from putting too much full- 
ness in the upper section of the new gar- 
ments. They are still smooth fitting. being 
gored to fit snugly in the front and side sec- 
tions, with just enough fullness in the back to 
allow adjustment to figures of slightly differ- 
ent bulld. 

In some instances this extra fullness is also 
eliminated. and a snap fastening is used, but 
these garments are usually found in high 
grade lines, and in many cases alterations are 
made to suit the customer. 

There is sufficient fullness at the bottom to 
take care of the conservative trade, and this 
section of the skirt is taking on more elabora- 
tion owing to the slash effect of some of the 
mew garments.

NEW IDENTIFICATION SYSTEM. 
By M. ALPHONSE BERTILLON. 


I do not care about stature, general features, sex or age. Identical 
ears, eyes or nose do not occur again in any two human beings. They 
may appear to be the same, but my process of measurement will nearly 
always eliminate the persons not wanted. As a means of criminal identi- 
fication, once a full record is made of the man, the finger prints cannot 
compare with this in value. I divide all noses into three distinct classes, 
convex, concave, and straight. But this plan of exact measurement goes

Elimination an Easy Task. 

Some little while since, when the conceiver 
of the system went to the Paris police prefect 
with his ideas, he was treated with the def- 
erence due a man who already has accom- 
plished as much as he, but his new idea was 
deprecated, even scoffed at when he was out 
of hearing. But the final result was obvious. 
Bertillon was worth listening to and worth 
proving. As a result a man whose char- 
acteristics of nose, eyes, and ears had been 
carefully set down, was turned adrift in a 
crowd and told to go on about his business 
ar if nothing had happened. 

Bertillon was told the general vicinity im 
which to search for his man. He walked 
through the throng, some 3,000 persons. 
looked keenly into the faces of many and less 
searchingly at others. Finally he laid his 
hand on the back of a man. It was the one 
sought. 

The police were naturally both astonished 
and skeptical. The possibility of a trick 
suggested itself. Bertillon offered to perform 
the same feat again. Even more cautious 
arrangements were made. Again the detect- 
ive strolled through the crowds and picked 
out the man. The trial was made a dozen 
times in all parts of Paris, in all sorts of 
throngs, with men, women, and children as 
the quarry, and each time Bertillon came ‘n 
with the “ suspect.”

New Method Most Certain. 

It is perhaps hard to understand just how 
this new system is going to be of definite 
use or at least of authoritative consequence 
in identifying men at sight. It is based, of 
course, on three features which vary most, 
Bertillon divides all noses into three general 
classes, vexe, rect, and cave, or, as we would 
say, convex, straight, and concave. These 
are the general classes, but his plan of 
identifying by the nose goes on into minute 
details such as measurements of the nostrils, 
height, and agle of the convexity or depth of 
the concavity, relative length to breadth and 
depth and so on. 

But it is impossible even at a brief glance 
to mistake a man with a straight or concave 
nose for one who is supposed to have a con- 
vex ‘proboscis. Presuming that the number 
of noses in each general class is the same— 
a theory which is not true—two-thirds of 
humanity are excluded from suspicion. The 
detective strolling through the crowd in 
quest of bis man need not look for a second 


Next come the. ears, which are divided 
into four great groups—triangular, square, 
oval, and round. Let us presume that the 
man with the convex nose sought by the de- 
tective is likewise known to have the square 
type of ear. Immediately the detective adds 
to the two-thirds eliminated by their noses 
the three-fourths whose ears are not of the 
square type. Thus eleven out of every 
twelve men need not be further investigated; 
either their noses or their ears do not come 
ap to the demands of the description. 

Far more difficult is the matter of the 
eyes. Under the portrait parle system eyes 
are graded into seven general groups, so that 
it may be safely assumed that six-sevenths 
of all persons met will be relieved of suspi- 
cion by the fact that their eyes do not tally 
with the “information.” Suppose, for in- 
stance, that the man with the convex nose 
and squarely formed ears has true blue eyes. 
Eleven of every twelve persons met are elim- 
inated by the nose and ears and six-sevenths 
of the halance have the wrong color in eyes. 
‘hus eighty-three out of every eighty-four 
men the detective meets are eliminated from 


suspicion. 
* * 


Actual Occurrences Much Rarer. 

In the matter of eyes, however, there is 
not alone the difficulty of seven classifica- 
tions, but the trouble in recognizing colors. 
Light and shade make a marked difference 
in the appearance of the eye, a fact which 
frequently has led to the somewhat foolish 
notion that eyes change color, that they 
grow darker or lighter, ete. Only one really 
skilled in judging the color of the orbs and in 
computing the effect of various light condi- 
tions would be able to make any clear 
progress in this particular. This, however, 
says M. Bertillon, is a matter of training. 
He feels confident that men can be trained 
to recognize the true coloring of eyes at a 
glance. 

But, one is tempted to object, the figures 
eliminate only about eighty-three of eighty- 
four persons. For that reason every eighty- 
fourth person would be taken as a suspect, 
at least until he might be more closely 
studied’ in a police station or identification 
bureau. The answer is that the figures 
given are merely the mathematical com- 
putations based on the number of classifica- 
tions for each organ, and that, as a matter 
ef fact, the man with true bine eyes, a con- 
vex nose, and square shaped ears would 
occur much more rarely, and so with a man 
ef every other description. 

To be sure the portrait parle system goes 
much more into detail, and is, as a matter 
of fact, a marvel of nicety. There are, for 
instance, five classes of ear iabes, quickly 
recognizable by any one trained in the work. 
Thus the man sought might have the square 
tar, well enough, and the blue eyes and con- 
vex nose, but his lobe might be the wrong 
shape. Thus another four-fifths are elim- 
inated, making the suspect a 1 in 420 shot. 

Going further, Bertillon has classified the 
outer curves of the ear and the tragus, that 
little projection which shields the entrance 
to the inner ear. 

He has done as much for the eyes, meas- 
uring their distance apart. their shape. and 
the lines and wrinkles their use has formed. 
These details are, however, for study in the 
measuring room and not to be readily fudged 
in going through a crowd.

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HOUGH the wives of American autnots 
are in all sorts of trouble these days, one 
finds some picturesque domestic cantent- 
ment among the leading painters of 
France. What do you think of a half 
dozen temperamental artists who are so 
fond of their wives that they prefer to 
paint their portraits again and again? 
Some of the work of these men has gained fame only 
after the artists’ marriage, the love of the subject 
seemingly being an inspiration for better work. 
Here is the list: Hebert, Marchand, Baldwin, Hum- 
bert, and Brouille. 
We find all the romance of the Latin quarter in the 
love stories of these painters and men of the studio. 
The world nearly always offers sympathy to the 
woman who marries a writer, a painter, a sculptor, or 
any other sort of artist. A great many literary per- 
sons are bad husbands and wives. On the other rand, 
the painter is often the very opposite. He idealiges his 
wife or his love (if she be not his wife) on canvas. 
To do it, says the world, he must more or less idealize 
her in his thought: and dreams. The result is happy 
artists with aappy wives or sweethearts.

Boldini the Much Sought. 


There is among the modern portrait painters ne one 
who quite reaches Boldini in popularity or style. 
Wealthy women of every caste fairly assail him with 
demands for his work—and such work as it is! The 
Itallan, who, not so many years ago, was looked upon 
as a freak with no future, has risen to the point waere 
other portraitists look on his results and wonder 
whether ihey dare try to imitate it. And of all Bol- 
dini’s wonderful portraits, of all his long list of strange 
likenesses which resemble more the motion and pose of 
jhe woman than her mere features, there is none more 
worth while than that of his wife. Himself an Italian, 
he married a daughter of that country, and, in the 
sense of the artist, a typical one. The portrait is pos- 
sibly as unusual as any Boldini ever did. The wife is 
posed in white, holding with one hand the sweep of 
her skirt, with the other extended, and with one foot 
in a position that would have been sufficiently unnat- 
ural to ruin the picture for any one save Boldini. 
Her expression and coloring are, alike, as unusual, not 
to say eccentric, as the pose and makeup of the piece. 
All in all the portrait of Signora Boldini is said to 
de as charming a portrait as the artist ever has done. 

On the theory that the artist paints well only that 
which he deeply loves the Boldinis ought to be happy, 
and the fact is that they are.

Gowning Mere Detail with Hebert. 


Hebert ig or was another whose fame rests to a 
great extent on his portrait of his wife. Hebert, un- 
like Boldini, bothered little about the gowning of his 
women, preferring rather to suggest. them or leave them 
in the shadow, a fine old artistic principle which has 
been greatly abused since women have formed the habit 
of paying big prices for portraits of their clothes rather 
than of themselves. Hebert's portrait of his wife is 
almost entirely one of her face, a remarkably fine and 
delicate one, with a strangely strong yet delicate 
mouth, exquisite hair, and good eyes. He has done 
the most with it. Perhaps another woman equally as 
good looking would have got no such work out of him. 

While’ one talks of the fact that artists paint well 
that which they love, there is the example of V. G. Gil- 
bert, little known beyond the “borders of France but 
much prized in his own country. Nothing he has 
painted compares in the minds of critics with his por- 
trait of Mme. Sigond Weber, a woman who was not 
yet his wife, but with whom he fell deeply in love in 
the limited process of painting the portrait. The truth 
of the picture is that the face is not beautiful, but it is 
colored by the genius of the artist and enhanced by 
pese and gesture until the portrait is itself a thing of 
real genius. 

Humbert is another artist whose most graceful and 
remarkable painting is that of his wife. Most of the 
other portraits he made have a stiffness and heaviness 
that detracts, though he meant it to add to their beauty. 
In that of his wife, to whom he was deeply attached, 
the truer spirit of portraiture came forward and he 
created something that is above the reaches of any or- 
dinary criticism.

Marchand’s Great Inspiration His 10 ife. 


Joseph Marchard, a Frenchman whose genius is looked 
upon with no question in these days, was no sort of 
success until he discovered that he was better fitted for 
portraiture than for any other thing. Even with tue 
great rage that developed for his pictures, and the flocks 
of noblewomen and wives of wealthy men who focked 
to him with offers and orders, he did no such fauylt- 
less work as that performed in the painting of the por 
trait of ais wife. 

The picture is more or less familiar. Sae is seen 
seated at the piano with her face turned from it, one 
hand resting listlessly on the keys as if some dream 
had crept across the voice of her music and turned 
ner fingers still and her fancy aloud. There is a yearn- 
ing in the eyes that seems to talk of waiting for some 
loved one expected, or of a dream that crowded in—a 
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“ream of taat expected one. It is not often that an 
artist ig fortunate enough in ideas er facile enough 
in execution to catch @ mood in portraiture as this 
one has, and the painting is, therefore, probably Mar- 
chard’s best. 

Probably no one familiar with artistic history and 
legend needs to be reminded ef Henner’s Countess 
Diana. This p..ture of a woman distinctly. net beau- 
tiful, but rather strong and mannish, is more marvelous 
because of its treatment in Henner’s strong, frank way 
of treating a subject with which most portraitists 
would have found deep difficulty if not failure. Hen- 
ner’s well known love for the not beautiful countess 
whom he thus immortalized offers the solution of the 
problem. He loved her too much to paint her otherwise 
than well.

Picture of Wife Brouille’s Greatest. 


Brouille, whose chief charm in most of his work Is 
his marvelous ability to transfer to canvas the sensuous 
beauty of his favorite models, did perhaps his greatest 
work in his picture of his wife. 

The question that arises is: Were or are these wives 
happy because their husbands were able to paint them 
enduringly on canvas? One may likewise ask: What 
has successful art to do with aAappiness beyond the 
fact that any kind of success; means money and that 
money buys a sort of happiness? 

But a view into the lives of these painters appears 
to show that they were happy—really happy after the 
fashion of happiness genius respects and requests. Had 
this not been so no guch prodigious studies of women 
would have resulted. A masterplece portrays the feel- 
ings of its creator. A hated model would be turned 
out a caricature, a loved one some splendid thing, for 
love, after all, is splendid while it is at all. 

So thes: wives of geniuses were happy unquestion- 
ably, at least as far as the short measure of human 
happiness can go without brimming over and causing 
the consequent disasters. And perhaps there is, too, a 
sort of happiness in fame, though the famous seem tv 
deny it. If woman is, as one is too often told, nursed 
and fed on flattery, and swaddled and clothed in vanit:, 
surely an artist's brust ought to be of use.

The County, or Judge Owens’ court, 
operates under chapter 107, revised statutes, 
known as the “support law,” of 1872. This 
may be understood when it s stated that 
the “support law” reads that whoever is 
shown by sickness and various other causes 
ef incompetency “to be unable to support 
himself, shall be supported by parent, child, 
grandparent, grandchild, brother, or sister.” 
No mention if made of “husband” or 
“ wife,” Which would bring the case within 
the Municipal court jurisdiction, operating 
under the “abandonment” clause.

Child State s First Consideration. 

As the perpetuity of the state rests in pro- 
tecting the future, so the child is the first 
consideration; and in all the wise decisions 
t the county judge and the conservation“ 
labors of his attorney and women investi- 
gators, this policy is pursued. But the old 
must reap a return of their youthful invest- 
ment of work and care in their children.

The National White Cross league, which 
has been attacked by various charity and 
health agencies, has been investigated by 
the Association of Commerce and state 
charity board of control. Their reports are 
expected within a few days. 

A speaker at the state conference of chast- 
tles and corrections at Champaign Oct. 28 
said the organization should be called the 
Black Cross league. The Lake County 
Tuberculosis institute has refused to accept 
any more patients of the league because they 
“ feared the league was attempting te com- 
mercialize tuberculosis sympathy.” 

After an attempt to charter the society as 
a charity organization in New Jersey, New 
York, and Illinois, it finally was chartered 
in this state as a business corporation “ te 
buy and sell merchandise and commodities 
of various kinds and descriptions, the profits 
derived from the sale of which to be ex- 
rended in assisting and giving proper medi- 
cal aid and treatment to those suffering 
from tuberculosis who can only partially 
afford, or cannot afford at all, such medical

The incorporators, who are at present the 
directors and officers, were Morton J. Bre- 
by, Harmon A. Smith, and Dr. D. C. Moulé- 
ing. Both Brorby and Smith have been gell 
ing toilet articles in Chicago for abéut nine 
years. Smith was forced out of business by 
the depression in 1907 and started through 
the bankruptcy court Jan. 18, 1008. 

His schedule showed liabilities amounting 
to $35,351. The receiver, Edwin Day, re 
ported sales amounting to $11,11298. Dr. 
Moulding is physician of the Washingtonign 
home and connected with the Buelah home 
and hospital. He is of good reputation. 

After their business troubles Brorby and 
Smith formed the firm of H. A. Smith & Ce., 
which they later sold to the E. M. Davis Soap 
company, with factory at 1427 Carroll ave- 
nue. Both then were employed by Davis, 
Smith as office mapager at the factory and 
Brorby as manager of the Premier Soap and 
Tollet company, 508 Dearborn street. That 
concern is owned by the Davis company and 
acts as its Chicago sales agency. In the 
same office is located the National White 
Cross headquarters. The league buys direct 
from or through the Davis company. 


Use “White Cross“ Label. 

The business of the concern is to sell 
face, tooth. and talcum powders, face 
perfume, and twelve different flavoring ex 
tracts for cooking purposes. The prices 
range from 15 to 2 cents a package. AD 
goods are sold through agents and have a 
White Cross label. Fifty per sent of the sale 
price is the commission of the canvasser; the 
rest represents the profit of the league and 
the cost price. The gross sales during Octe- 
ber amounted to $1,643.87. 

An investigation of the books and vou 
ers by Ernest Reckitts & Co., certified pub 
lic accountants, from the date of organisa. 
tion, Sept. 22 last, to June 30 showed the gross 
sales to be $4,107.50 and the net profits $611.50. 

This indicates the articles sold cost about 
2 per cent of the selling price and thet 
charity gets 13 per cent of the total income 
of the business. The only salaries paid 
are for clerical hire—none of the promoters 
get any compensation. The business te 
thriving. Brorby said they should be do- 
ing $150,000 worth of business within two 
years. 

Later they intend to sell other artichs 
and hope to build a sanftarium of their 
own. A branch office hae been opened in 
New York and another tn Newark. Ten 
patients at present are being maintained fp 
hospitals at the expense of the league.

conditions justified. These warnings were 
successful. Particular attention was given 
to the hurricanes of September and October, 
1910, and a number of testimonials com- 
mending the work of the bureau in connec- 
tion therewith were received. 

“The warnings of the approach of cold 
Waves resuited in the saving of growing 
crops and prevented injury to many ship- 
ments of perishable goods and to farm 
stock.”

Scores of Obligation Reduced. 

The informally introduced young woman— 
and her mother—find themselves without 
many scoreé of obligation to pay—for enter- 
tainments given the debutante or for flowers 
and other gifts bestowed upon her. Also the 
father of the informally introduced young 
woman has cause to be thankful that his 
daughter la the possessor of modest tastes. 

In still another way the debutante of this 
year and her mother are sidestepping obliga- 
tion. This is in giving the presentation ball 
instead of a presentation tea. 

Of recent years the sending of flowers to a 
debutante on the day of her coming out has 
grown to the burdensome proportions of the 
general wedding gift. Asin the case of the 
wedding gift, where the modest half dozen 
silver teaspoons or hand embroidered towel 
have become, of necessity, a case of silver or 
lace edged doilies, so the one dozen carna- 
tions with a few sprays of green have grown 
to rare roses, more rare chrysanthemums, 
or most rare orchids. We do not live in the 
day when a simple gift is possible. The 
gift of flowers to the debutante is considered 
particularly necessary when a tea is given. 
Far from turning to the florist for the deco- 
ration of the rooms on this eventful day, the 
mother of the debutante, who is born into 
prominence, finds herself tossing he'plessly 
in a sea of flowers. The task of arrangement 
of these blooms in itself ia stupendous. 

Last year a popular debutante of the sea- 
son hed sent her ag floral gifts compliment- 
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ary to her bow, 150 dozen rare roses and 165 
dozen great chrysanthemums. These, in ad- 
dition to the many other flowers which found 
their way to the residence in honor of the 
event. Try arranging 1,800 roses and 1,980 
chrysanthemums as prominently as possible 
in rooms of a dweilling—however large the 
rooms may be—so that some room may be 
left for the guests themselves, and figure 
for yourselves whether the task is easy.

Friends’ Finances Not Depleted. 

Not only are the hostesses of the year 
endeavoring to relieve themselves of this 
task. but they are giving the balls where 
the sending of flowers is optional in an et- 
fort to lighten the financia! strain of support- 
ing a florist from the shoulders and purses 
of their friends.

HE nineteenth annual exhibition of the. 
Atlan Ceramic Art club will be held at 
the Art institute, beginning Tuesday, 
Nov. 7, and lasting until Nov. 28. The 
exhibition will consist of the work of 

members of the club and will comprise collec- 
tions of ornamental articles done in mineral! 
painting in conventional design. 

The Atlan Cerame Art club claims to have 
founded and developed an American school 
of ornament in mineral painting. 

The club was founded in 18938 and Mrs. Le 
Roy .. Steward, the director of the club, was 
one of the charter members. It was organ- 
iged by a group of imuependent artists who 
wished to do creditable work without accept- 
ing unquestioningly the work of their teach- 
ers, artists who could work without instru>- 
tion. There -were twenty-five members in 
the original club, more members were ad- 
mitted later, and in 1901 associated members 
were admitted to the club. Out of these as- 
sociate members the recruits for active mem- 
bership are chosen. 

At the meetings of the club the work of the 
members is criticised and commented upon. 
A teacher from the Art institute, with which 
the Atlan Ceramic Art club is associated, 
criticises the work once each month and 
many of the members are instructed by other 
teachers.

club. 

The conventional work that has been 
adopted entirely by the club is especially 
suited for the decorating of tableware, vases, 
and other household ornaments.

OHN LAVERY is the most recent of the 
world famous portrait painters of the 
day to visit Chicago and give us an ex- 
ample of his art and a glimpse of his 

personality. His three-quarter length 
likeness of Watson Blair is a distinct addl- 
tlon to our annually growing collectign of 
noted portraits. Mr. Blair is represented 
sianding in casy, natural pose, in an every- 
day suit and overcoat. of which the neutral 
tints, brown predominating, are reproduced 
in the background. The sittinge (or stand- 
ings) were given in the library at the Blair 
house in Rush street. and did not exceed six 
in number, Mr. Lavery working swiftly and, 
for the most part, silently: , 


A numberof people were invited in to see. 


the portrait as the artist was putting the 
final touches to the canvas and to give their 
opinions on it. A. cheval glass was so placed 
that the original of the picture could aleo 
watch each stroke of Mr. Lavery's quick, 
decisive brushes as they brought out here 
a high light, subdued there a too vivid shade, 
and dissolved the paint into human flesh and 
the many textures that constitute a fully 
equipped mortal today. 

Compared to Sorolla, the eminent Spaniard 
who last spring painted some much talked 
of portraits Mr. Lavery’s method of painting 
was interestingly different. His brushes 
were finer, his strokes shorter, his manner 
repressed. .

Sorolla's Sittings Lively. 

Sorolla punctuated his work with exclama- 
tions. é¢niivened it with comments on his 
progress on his-sitters’ qualities as a subject 
for an artist, or made the time fly by general 
talk on things that had struck him in this 
new, strange country. 

Mr. Lavery seemed undisturbed by the 
chatter that went on about him, but did not 
join in it at all. He is not in the least the 
traditional artist in appearance, the genius 
with flowing locks and distraught collar and 
cravat. He is short, compactly built, with 
smooth shaven face, close cropped black 
hair (touched with gray) and keen, very blue 
eyes which prociaim his Irish blood. 

His wife, who as Hasel Martyn was one of 
the most exquisitely lovely girls who ever 
grew up and blossomed in Chicago, has 
gained rather than lost in beauty by the 
many and varying experiences that have 
crowded themselves into a few years for her. 
She is of inestimable service to her husband 
in his work, both by reason of her own un- 
usual artistic talent and judgment and be- 
cause of ber social charm which enables her 
to put his sitters into the right frame of mind 
when posed in his studio. 

Just what this means only a portrait paint- 
er can tell you. Stending or sitting for a 
portrait is of all occupations the most tedious. 
To have it turned from a penance into a 
pleasure is a rare achievement and one that 
deserves comment. When the sittings are 
éver Mrs. Lavery serves tea in the London 
gtudio and hardly ever deserts her post.
